In the month of October, eighteen hundred and 
fifteen, 1, aod lots more, first saw the light as sonB 
of Alma.

vay for the gownsman, most wisely thinking my 
obsequiousness was a mere hint that he ought to 
have beey beforehand with me. This man was 
afterwards my man-miUiner, famous for nothing 
iiut extortion, dunning, and amorous propensities. 

The first - 
question, ahei the customary civilities, put to me 
by my tutor, whom I have every earthly reason to 
venerate, not because he is now well stricken in 
years, but for the many kind things he did me, 
was " How much have you read.

You must hence- 
forth throw aside yoiii slate, which doubtless you 
have brought with you, and take to scribbling 
upon paper. You must " tcrite out" all you read, 
and read wad write some six or eight hours a day; 
and then you will have no reason to lepait of your 
abour. Don't be alarmed at your scanty progress 
in the mathematics. When I first entered college 
3ir, I knew less of them than you do."

A pretty life is college life, intenially ejaculated 
I, as I was prepamig to evade tfab moBt fonnidabte, 
though kindest, of tutors. Mr. H. now presented 
me a list of such books as it would be necessaiy 
thus to " Cram^ fot the first year's subjects, and 
finally gave me an introduction to Mr. Fope, a 
couBtyman of mine (now dtetrvedly one of tiie 
big-wigs ' of Emmanuel), who was to have the 
honour of '* taking me to table." The intervening 
period, however, was devoted to the metamorphosis 
of the simple rustic, into ihe hi{^ and mighty 
gownsman — a potentate of at least fifty subjects 
in the shape of bed-makras, gyps, shoeblacks, &c. 
&c. each and every one as humbly submissive as 
could well gratify the vanity of the vainest. It is 
true that hrae and there you meet one of them 
scratching his poll when bis conscience tells him 
he ought to be doing reverence, but " exceptiD 
prohat regulam," — a position more easily said than 
demonstrated. I have known, by the way, some 
instances of kicking, and similar irreverent chas- 
tisement, fiir the like evasions — especially from 
Freshmen. In a word, it is an established rule 
that every under-graduate dofis to the master, 
tutor, and other officers of state, and he in return 
is capped by eVery dependant snob of the coll^. 
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Thus suddenly traDsibnned irom a anoWpparent 
(all townsmen whatever are designated by this low 
waxy appellation) to an empurpled Trinitarian, the 
swelling folds of the robes, and the tasseled cap, 
did certainly a little infiate my youths imagin- 
ings, and not thinking " small beer" of myself, I 
strutted ferth along the streets with a spring in 
my heels quite new to me, regardless of all but 
gownsmen. These I deemed as pares cum pari- 
bus; but whilst musing on my own and thar 
importance, a shopman informed me respectfully, 
but with the wickedest, most roguei^ phiz ima- 
ginable, although grave enough for the presence 
of the grand seignior, that my cap was wrong side 
foremost. " DoWn proud spirit," was the first 
suggestion ; I at once saw I was but a Freshman, 
and that there were distinctions even beyond stiob 
and gownsman. The other and only humiliation of 
the kind in reserve for me, happened on the first 
Sunday at the University church. To chapel we 
lepairon Sundays and Saints days in surplices— but 
to church in the ordinary gowns. . This distinction 
I could not get at by instinct, and accordingly, 
with two more, whose friends, like mine, had not 
bc^ too lavish of their advice, marched thither 
uxi back " clad in robes of virgin white,^ to tho

great entertamment of folks, whose oooduct, on the 
contrary, on such an occasion, ought to have been 
more heavenirard. ' These and several other mis- 
takes of FieshmeH form a sort of annual ieast to 
those hungry starvelings on wit, whose ot^y meal it 
is. But to return from the digression, the beU 
ringing for dinner was now forcibly reminding us of 
OUT necessities, when I, with Mr. P., who took 
me to a third-year man, alias Senior Soph, over 
head and ears, to my dismay, with French Ma- 
thematics— Lacroix's three quartos on the Differ- 
ential and Ihtegial Calculus &i^tened me most — 
were attending to the summons, with a resolve to do 
our hest to keep body and soul together as long as 
possible. We were proceeding along the prinapal 
square of the college in £ront of the Master's Lodge, 
surrounded by groups of masters of arts, Noble- 
men, Fellow-commoners, in their silvery em- 
broidered togaa (upon which my raw attention 
was strongly attracted), Pensioners, and Sizars, in 
abundance, all threading the beautiful lawns, via 
Uie pavement, and evidently, gay as they seemed, 
bent upon one object — " the one thing needful"— 
when B spruce, dapper, livery servant announced 
to me the Master's desire to speak with me in- 
Etanter, Away goes your humble servant into

the presence-chamber of that venerable personage, 
the ^f-&«f-one Bishop of Bristol. What for? To 
be Teprimanded and threatened with bang *' put 
out of sizings and cotniDons"* for daring to appear 
in trotesera. Noodescripts of this description had 
seriously offended his lordship, and he had pro- 
scribed ihem from his domioions, permitting 
Ineeches and gaiters only. So rigidly enforced 
Tcre the eDactments for their suppression, that I 
was obliged to use all the rhetoric I was master of, 
to make it clear this error was the lapsus of a 
Freshman. Aftei this escape I found my friend, 
and proceeded, without frirdier interruption, to the 
magnificent Hall of Trinity. Ye readers wbo have 
not seen it can form but a very faint idea of it from 
any description of mine, however elaborate. Suffice

Barrow, runs the Vice-master's taUe ibr NoUemen, 
FelVfB, and F^Jov-commoiiers, with such, stmngen 
as they ue privilegedto invite. Along the ngbt- 
haind side as yott wter there is aaotba loaig taUe, 
|br aqotber pw^m of Uie same description, but 
headed by die Dean. The left-hand is aelv^ed 
hy two taMes— one, the upper, fcr the B.A. gen- 
tlemen, and the other Sot the *' Scholars upon the 
foundation." In the spadous middle are tables 
£bi the Pensioners. The waiDKOting, throughout, 
is adorned with full-l«3igth portnuts of the illus- 
trious dead, whose heavenly countaunces have 
often renuaded me of that fine aaying of antiquity, 
''leattoUve; ootlive toeat ;" but whether they, 
at the same Ume, diminished my doings by one 
mouthful I cannot safely determine. All I can 
«v& is, that I never observed such workings in 
others. The wlude of the above-described learned 
and scientific assemblage do most eertunly their 
full duty upon the "good things provided fi» 
their use," and with the exception of the Pen- 
sioners' tables (who happen to be independent 
enough, although their title is against it), there 
is every day a profusion. The day I am describ- 
ing was a Saint's or Fast day, and even the Pen- 
sioners were handsomely regaled. Every table,

on these occasions, which are pntty numerous, 
groans with the " rich licks " it invites you to. 
There is a difference, however, and the Fellows 
take much the lead in the means of goutiness and 
Falstaffi^. Indeed, many of them, like Stephen 
Kemble, might, without stuffing, personate the 
" Fat Kni^t ;" but as to the " Willy Knight," 
the thing were problematical ; and yet there is 
much good humour — yea, sparkling humour, here 
displayed — but then, if I am not mistaken, in my 
time, it generally came from the lean kine. Now- 
a-days the wits are thin enough themselves, Crod 
knows — it is their friends and patrons who *' laugh 
and grow fat." At least, so it is with those who 
" live by their wits," By tliis time most of us 
had placed' s comfortable and plenary substitute 
for the emptyness we had just been enjoying, and 
as a sequitur had somewhat augmented our rotun- 
dities. For my part I had played a good knife 
and fork into a defunct cod's head, and limb of a 
bullock, and had somewhat diminished the pies, 
puddings, jellies, &/unnange (as the squint-eyed 
waitresB behind me for years pronounced lE), and 
trifle.

Much was neither required nor 
received irom the Freshmen, For myself, I never 
opened my lips, save to put something between 
them — but had just leisure enough to hear Pope, 
Battering himsdf, I suppose, that he was now in s

But how these leamtd quotes were iDtroiluced, 
whether " hy hook or by crook," I canoot tall to 
mind; I recollect, however, tbo impression th^ 
made upon the Heads— a Moile betokening great 
aelf-daradon in the amilet over the smilee. 

Tfaia first of n^ eollego Fast* beiog ended, I 
wn thinking of feasting my eyes upon the liona 
of the University ; and accordingly availed myself 
of the kindness of a Senior Soph, to whoni 1 had 
a letter of introduction, who volunteered his ser- 
vices as ahowman. AO:er " wining" to a certain 
oxtoit, juBt to the verge of seeing two for every 
one of these wonders (a thing not at all requisite 
&a a Freshman), we sallied forth &om his roams 
to take a more complete view of the magnificent 
glories, of Trinity-, it bemg, as he remarked, ad- 
visable to " lot* at home before we went abroad." 
To h^n with the bediming, we go to the grand 
entrance, the King's Gate, leading from Trinity- 
street into the Great Square. This venerable 
structure is most famous for being the biith-place of 
many of the wonderful discoveries of that " light 
of the world," Sir Isaac Newton. Immediately 
above the arch, one over another, are two spacioua 
and lofty rooms, having, in each of the four 
emners, a large reoess cut out of the turrets of the

tover, whit^ arc used fi>r gyp-toom, lilnrarf, &c. 
according to the taste of the occupant. It was 
&om these identical rooins that the towering 
genius of Newton soared above thb nether world 
to explore the regions of the skies. In this 
sequestered spot, abstracted from the carea and 
troubles that disturb the thoughu and engross the 
time of ordinarjr mortals, Newton contemplated 
the Deity in his works, and discovered those ways 
which the Psalmist has declared " past finding 
out." 

Until recently, on the top d" this tower was an 
Obsa^atory, erected and used by Newtcm. This 
some wiseacre caused to be removed, because, 
fomooth, from its dilapidations, and tb6 motion 
of the instruments arising from the traffic in the 
street, it had become useless. This barbarous 
destruction of a procious relic, which thespirit of the 
Ancient Gresks would have consecrated to Immor- 
tality, "damns*' die perpetrators ** to. everlasting 
fame." From men of Trinity P Impossible! It 
is incredible that the same beings, who zealously 
contend to inhabit the place over which the in- 
spiring genius of Newton still hovers, should - 
demolish it. 

Many anecdotes are told of Newton's " absence 
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oi mind," ascribaUe to this total abatrsetion 
from the world and its ways, which, to aadt 
readers as may not Jiave heard them, will donbtless 
prove amusing. Eccentricities of almost every 
odier class, than this are nothing but afiectation 
and presumption. For instance, were a person of 
great classical or other erudition, to insist upon 
sDiokiiig in the presence of fine ladies, to whom 
such filthiness is disgusting, I should pronounce 
him to be a great bear, and too presumptuously 
great in his own estimation to be great in reality. 
Another person, you may find, who ranks high as 
a scholar, dressing in so odd a manner, that people 
stand to look at him as they would at a Galonty- 
show. This man, I say, has not mind's-eye 
'enough to take the slightest peep into himself. 
There can be no depth in such bad taste. All 
things truly great are truly simple — even to those 
laws of nature which rule the vast worlds of the 
universe. In all the operations of nature, it is 
her simplidty which strikes the Intelligent beholder. 
The Son of God was simple, meek, and lowly, as 
a. lamb. Newton, who is allowed to have risen 
highest of those creatures whom God " formed 
after his own image," was also the simplest of 
mankind. It is said that this great practical, as 
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wdl as theoretical philoBopber, tuving on s certain 
occasion, left a candle baming near to a pile of 
papers, the result of years of fetiguing study, and 
doubtless like all his other writings, full of brilliant 
discoveries, his dog Dido upset it, so that th^ 
were utterly destroyed. The only lamentation he 
sent finth on hit return, was, *' Dido, Dido, thou 
little knowest the mischief thou hast done." 

On another occasion, a friend, for the joke's 
sake, having eat the chicken served up for his 
dinner, on seeing the bones, Newton exclaimed, 
'* How forgetful I am ! I thought I had not 
dined," and returned to his meditations, Eupposing 
all was as it should be. Being much attached to 
domestic animab (although for woman, sweet 
woman, he seems to have had no impulses abso- 
lutely irresistible, inasmuch as he is said always 
to have resisted the tender passion — or, at all 
events, to have so highly valued the daughters of 
Eve, as to have deemed them worthy of all or 
nothing of a man's time and attention), he pos- 
sessed himself of a cat as a companion to his d<^ 
Dido. This cat, in the natural course of events, 
although Newton had probably not calculated upon 
it, produced a kitten ; when the good man, seeing 
at a glance, the consequences of the increase of 
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his tarnHj, issued orders to the college Carpefiter 
to mske tteo hoks in the door, one for the cat and 
the other fi>i the kitten. Whether this account 
be true or false, indisputahlj true is it that there 
are in the door to this day two plugged holes of 
proper dimensionB &a the respective egresses of cat 
and kitten. There is also a story about hi« 
having used a young lady^s finger for a tobacco 
Stopper, the young lady in question having sided 
up to him from a penchant either for his eonver- 
satioD or bis person, or probably for both. The 
one of his having told the servant to remove the 
grate, to prevent the fire fi'om any longer roasting 
his shins, is not altogether probable. There are, 
moreover, many other strange tales of Newton's 
absence, which I forbear to relate because of their 
improbability. 

We had thus, for a considerable time, mused 
upon the grand entrance to the collt^, and the 
abode of Newton, when, proceeding onwards, my 
intelligent guide, after pointing out the imposing 
view through the huge way of the Great Court 
(which is certainly romantic in the extreme, bam 
the dimensions, aided by the turrets, pinnacles, 
and embattlements which are lavished upon the 
venerable stone buildings in ample profunos), 
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dinsted my attention to a stately gothic pik on 
tlie right, wliich from its buttresses and arched win- 
dows, I BpeedUy iBCOgnised as the Collie Chspel, 
All impatkat to see the statue of Newtim, by 
Roubilioc, in praise of which I had heard much 
even oat of the University, I dragged my friend 
into the interior, although in the short space of an 
hour he told me the chapel-bell would ring to 
brbg the whole coll^, ntdeos Toleni, there to 
evening prayers. A person eyen like myself 
neither addicted to, nor gifted with, the smallest 
taste for the art itself, must at the very first glance 
Rt this noble specimen, be all wonder and astonish- 
ment, that such depth of intellect, such profound 
omtemplative wisdom, and grave all-searching 
tbongfat, could be portrayed in unmeaning lifeless 
marble. In me, perhaps, this enthusiastic admi- 
ration of the statue may have been greatly enhanced 
by my profound reverence for the man, but stupid 
and unused to the sight of living intellectual 
superiority must that prason be, who oould behold 
this statue without feeling these emotions in a 
▼ery great d^ree. To me, save the organ, whose 
swelling majcatic tones I was longing to hear, 
having from my earliest in&ncy loved music to 
nu^ an ui^ovemable excess, that there b Bcaroely 
c S 
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■a iDCtruinent, wind or stringed, on whicb I haw 
not attained such a decree of proficiency as ta 
amuse thereupon fiofaelf, there was no other ohject 
at that time in the chapel t£ strikingly impressive 
interest. There were busts of great men in evay 
direction, and a fiill-Iength sleeping beauty of ■ 
warrior lying in as great state ss the kings in 
Westminster Abbey ; but the former wakened no 
such high thoughts even as the prism Newtoa 
holds in his hand, and as to the latter, why I 
thought about as much of him as I ever did of 
generals in general. Their being great or little 
is all " the chance of war." One frisk ei fortune 
elevates them to the peerage, another " o% with 
their heads." Moreover, there is a magnificent 
altar-piece by West, depicting the fight between 
the respective champions of angels and devils, and 
this painting is also most richly set in mas^ve 
carved oak. But even these, together with tl|e 
deqaered marble pavement, made no impreasion. 
My mind, aspirant and ambiliouB to emulate, aa 
&r as in me lay, the being whose chisdled sem. 
blance even I adored, was wholly occupied in plans 
of liiture greatness. Rapt in these musinga, 
the chapel-bell having now finished its. monitory 
ding-dong, we are suddeoly surrounded by hoatk 
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j^ gownsmen, or rather of ntrplice-men, it bein^ 
as I before said, a Faat-day. The sight of this 
change of things discomposed me not a little, not 
being yet provided vitli the garb most emUeinaUO 
of pniity and hdliness ; but raj friend, stepping 
to Newby, the chapel-derk, presently anayed me 
in one, vhich he had borrowed from the ante- 
diapel, the depoaitory for those surplices, whose 
masters were too luxurious to bear them home, 
and too wealthy to grudge payment for Newby's 
care of them. Thus caparisoned, I contrived, 
with the exception of s few desperate Btumbles (the 
surplice being about twice too long in the train ioi 
me) to reach my proper seat in the Sanctum Sanc- 
torum. The chapel was thronged to excess, the 
admissions that year having been unusually nume- 
rous ; and the spectacle, presenting in long parallel 
lines, one rising above another, the select youth of 
Britain, pure and unspotted (at least in ap- 
pearance) as their angelic vests, was to me, at first 
sight, as it were, a peep into Heaven. But when 
the fine midulating swells of the organ (the best 
perhaps in the kingdom),, in " notes of solemn 
sound," first struck my tympanum with the chant, 
the delusion was complete. So fond a remem- 
bnnce have I of the ecsta<nes wnmght in my soul 
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by the divine lunnonie^— the dianU I uwd to- 
hear at Trinity — that befiiie I proceed <Hie step 
further I must woo my musical readar*8 sympathy, 
by sketching from memory the following speci- 
mois. If he (there csn be no f Ae so soulleai) be 
not smitten with them, let him hand them over to 
the ladies, and proceed. 
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If diese hannonies should have the effect of 
disposing one single family to chant, like David, 
the praises of their Maker, reminding them 
of the " Choirs abore," I shall feel I have, in this 
unpsalm- singing age, deserved something of my 
country. At all hazards, let us not shun the 
pleasant things around us because they savour of 
holiness. Let us rather be even with Rowland 
Hill (who won^t allow the wicked ones a monopoly 
in music), and filch from the saints. Delectable 
as is the devilry of Der Freischutz, Don Griovanni, 
and the like (they say his most musical Majesty *8 
in ecstacies with Von Weber), there are many other 
pieces, which although more cdeatial are not ltt» 
divine. 

The chanting being ended, in due course of ^me, 
the organ struck up the prelude to ** Comfort 
ye, my people,'" and another treat I was prepared 
for. But although the gifted fingers of Dr. Clarke 
(now Professor Whitfield) did all the sublimity of 
Handd, there was wanting a Braham to tune us 
to the in^irations of the prophet. From such as- 
sociations of ideas, unreasonable as they were, 
perhaps, I never much minded the anthems. 
There was a boy, indeed, amongst the choristers, 
who in a solo part in the Creation, about once a 
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month, ly partwmJar tUnre, used to watble very 
iweetljr ; but then, as in the notes of the nigfatin* 
gale, there was wanting that £tie and espression 
which alone can charm the intellectual ear. It 
was " vox, et prasterea nihil.',' 

This ceremonjr b^g OTa*, away goes youi 
humble servant, escorted by the tutor's gyp, to 
purchase, not for the ready (put on a cap and 
gown and yon can bare tick tor a thousand), all 
the implements of housekeeping. Crockery-ware 
in abundance (not finrgetting a very necessary 
item, which the good lady of the shop delicately 
reminded me bf ), tea-kettles, coal-scuttles, &c &c. 
were no sooner ordered than sent to my lodgings 
(there was not room in college), in King-street, 
opposite Jesus. I followed, and, having " bitched" 
(that is token a dish of tea), arranged my books 
and boxes, as well as my implements of huswifiy, 
taken a comfoitable supper, and a good-night 
of mine hostess, first sought the balmy slumbers 
of a gownsmgn. 

Sweet are the slumbers, indeed, of a Freshman, 
who, just escaped the trammels of " home, sweet 
home," and the pedagt^ue's tyrannical bijwh, for 
the first time in his life, with the academical 
gown, assumes the toga vmlisf and feels himself 
a Man— 
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" The tweeten f^ in life, 
Except 'lu with a wife." 

But u thou'rt beginnbg to nod, Teader, I wish 
thee pleasant dreamB and vn bon rqios. 

Winter and summer to matins we are sum- 
moned at seven in the morning, and unless we 
urive in time for the Markers to get a glimpse at, 
«nd mn thmr pins* through ua, we may as well 
be hilling the pillow. In my noviciate we had 
but two Markers, and one of them, whose Chris- 
tian name was Anthony (surname he never had 
I believe, his mother residing in the Rookery at 
Barnwell ; and his partiality for the gownsmen, 
clearly evincing an allianoe by blood thenunto), used 
to see many a one there, who, knowing he had a 
fiieod in Mark Anthony, was loud snoring at 
home. These oblations at the shrine of Mor- 
pheus, were gratefully received fay that deity, who, 
in return, used to load the devotee with the rich 
gifis of Flutufl and Bacdius. It was a common 
practice with some of these sluggards whom I 
could name, to make the boy " Bacchi plenua,^ 

" Three or four M aiken, with liats of the DBmet in 
Ihdr hands, walk up and down chapd during a cottsi. 
derable part of ihc service, niDniog a pin through the 
namea of thoie present. 
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Althougli I never had recourse myself to sudl 
eraaioiu, so irluome and borish did I ever fiod 
this early rimng, spite of the health it pn»niwd, 
thst I was oonsbmtly ia the black-book of the 
Dean, its presiding Deity — tme week being " put 
out of SiziugB and Commona,*' another f^tUng aa 
" /mponttoN," in the shape of having to get by 
heart a satire of Juvenal, a boc^ of Homer, to 
give an analysiB of Butler's Analogy, to vrite a 
declamation criminating myself (by the way, thia 
is not eonstitutional), and, in short, to do so many 
disagreeables, that the very recollection of them 
makes my pen dn^. " There is no eompulaioa " 
in this Chapel-going, " only you must " — or abide 
the above consequences.

Were I to turn reformer, I should propose 
making a muster-room (on ordinary week days, 
the avowed use of chapel is to see that all men are 
in collc^), not of a place consecrated to religinit 
but should assemble them, at a reasonable hour of 
the day, in the Lecture-room, or Hall. If thia 
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measure were adopted, the chapel then being kept 
holy, in being used but for Bolemn occasions, such 
as Sundays and Surplice-days, it is more than 
probable, that, instead of prayers being conducted 
as they now are, there would be somewhat more of 
reverence and devotion in them. As things now 
go, there is not one man who goes to ^my— not 
even amongst the saints or Simeonites.* In the 
moming they muster, with all the reluctance of a 
man going to be hanged ; and in the evening, 
Although now awake, and enlivened with the con- 
vivialities of the bottle, there is much the same 
feeling. They contrive, however, when once assem- 
bled, not only to lose sight of the ostensible object 
foi which they are called together, but also of the 
disagreeable necessity of thus congregating. Table- 
talk is much more abundant here than " at table "— 
there being no other occupation, and the wine having 
by this time sufficiently (in many cases overmuch) 
warmed the ima^nation, it also smells more of the 
champagne. So effervescent is it, indeed, that 
the Dean, with all his eyes about bim, cannot keep

'general sombieness of the Cloisters ; but' a still 
more impressive efito is ^ven to the scent, by the 
view, through wickered windows under the Library, 
oF th« slowly-winding^ Cam," aod ' the lime and 
diesnut groves of Trinity and St. John's. As 
you enter these walks' the scenery which unfolds to 
your view is absolutely enchanting. On each mar- 
gin of the river rise tbe most statdy avenues, which 
are skirted hr lawns tastefidly varic^ted by gravel 
promenades, winding thdx way in every direction, 
the .communication between the whole being .over 
a number of light and el^ant' bridges, all in s 
- coup d'oeilf belonging to the several collies. 
In these walks are here and there a number of seats, 
as in the " lungs of London^-.-the parks ; on 
which as you Ic^, the scene around you cannot 
but suggest to the intelligent and sensitive mind^ 
that it was in these sacred retreats the*' poet's eye, 
in a 6ne phrenzy rolling, hath glanced &om earth

Having passed tfaia onter court of tbe 
Temple of the Muaes, you are ushered into the 
Ssnctnm S&nctomni itsd^ a place containing trea^ 
sures aa precioua, I ween, aa that of Solomon hits* 
lelf, and probablj* not in&rioc to it in shape and 
ftoture. The room u in langth betwc«B eighty 
and a hundred yards, twenty wide perhaps, and 
about ten from the floor to dis eoling. Tbs floors 
which ia compoaed of the puieit Uaok and whito 
marble, is moat tastefully laid oat in imall 
iqiiares, whose diagonal* fi>rm lines nmsing fran 
one tstiemity to the otho', somewhat resem- 
bling the ^read-out skin of a Boa-Constrictor. At 
tbeferthar txtremity ia alarge window re^^sratiitg, 
in staioad glass of voy exquisite colours, Newt<»i^ 
Bacon, one of our defunct kings, and the goddesi^ 
Fame, this terrsqiieoua ^obe, a lion or tw<^ and 
something else, i^iich takes singly and separately 
are passable enough, but on the wh<^ fium such ar 
group of asemalies and aBachreBiams as rendar it 
umnnthy of a more detailed description. Thic 
speomeo of bad taste onght to be demeliilwd, I^» 
« ^Bgrace to the cogDOsoenti of Triaity. Ia better 
' teste ^'fiu-, an the biuti«( Kewton and Bacon,^ 
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■on each ude of. the- wmdov. - Whether Jhey~-;are 
^productions of the cbisel of Roubilliacotof Chan- 
try, I don't recoUect,.bi)t certain it is, they, aie noble 
s^iecimens of sculpture. 

' Projecbng irom either wall, through out thesx- 
-tent .of the building, are comjrartmeDts-.of .three 
sides, about half as high as the ceiling, calledclassei 
{class Ai class B, and, so on). In these are ranged 
about thirty thousand volumes in all sorts of learn- 
ing — oneclass containing Divinity, another Classics, 
another Mathematics, another Medicine, &c. One 
of these classes, called a lock-up class, holds jnany 
highly curious and valuable MSS.jUudi as ^etr taa''s, 
Milton's, &C. There is another of these lock-^p 
classes which preseryes an exceedingly fine portrait 
of Shakspeare, said^ to be the best in existence, and 
has also many . other valuaMes within iL - iln a 
third is to be seen a sort of museum, -consisting of 
^.costumes. of- savage nations, -their' warlike .im- 
plemc^its, musical instruments, stuffed icrocodiles, 
dried men's hands, and a pickled mummy- or two, 
with moBt-of the et aeterasofareguUr museum.

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From this precious relic (costly it was to friend 
Nathan— who clearly has not escaped purgatory 
through it) — &om the salTation-nnongering system 
it exhibits, many arguments may doubtless be 
drawn by those ingenious Papists the Broughams, 
the Cannings, &c. &c., infavoui of Catholic Eman- 
cipation.

•ence. Clare Hall next preaented ittelf. The 
axterior of this beantifiil littte eoU^, tt^^er irith 
its atuatioa on the tnaigin of the Cam, pvoduce a 
atrilcitig effisct. It eonsista of ene largB squaro, 
built i^itane, aadaocOTdingtotheralesof GrAUnt 
ut^teelui*. The (di«pd <^ Uiii etdlege is • bam- 
tiRd little stmeture, over the &Bt&.dii^ trf whidt 
ii a very elegant eupola.

wonders of' tlie world. Icis ssid-by travellen iit 
maoy respects, to have Qo - parallel. - From -guess 
I fihould;think it fiiU one hundred yards in length, 
and, perhtfpSf sixty ,',«r seventy in' ho^t. It irf 
decorated with four pinnacles, resanb]iiig,"Bimagnac 
Gomponere parvis," 80 many gigantic pepperrboxes. 
The interior is truly grand— 7-nay, sublime. -Every', 
part, of the trails is .adorned with some exqiii^te 
piece of sculpture, and the screen dividing the' 
aDte-chapel'from the Sanctum Sanctorum^ or wgan-: 
loft, is composed of -oak, very -curiously carvied, I 
some.of the figures, especially a man's arm on the^ 
right exhibiting the muscles, being held, ^ by con"! 
noisseursjjntheper&ctioaoftheart. Thewindows^j 
which. are many and vast, extending .nearly &oiiit 
the. top-to the .bottom -of the .walls, exhibit, in: 
stained glas3> the principal of the characters men- » 
tioned in. the, .Old and New -Testaments. .These; 
representations.are executed in the tmlj*' human , 
form divine," many of them beingydeemed. equal Xo- 
the pottraits.b; the. greatest. pa^n^ers, And in suckj 
splendid vivU colours as have never been.8Uipasse4 . 
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nor perhaps equalled — not even by the specimens 
in York Cathedral. The chapd, where sit the 
chaplain, the choristers, &&, is richly decorated 
in the cathedral style with stalls variously composed 
of carved oak, a black and white marble pavement, 
and an altar-piece, by one of the first old 
masters. The organ, which is one of the best and 
largest in the kingdom (being, like that at Trinity 
one of the three built by a celebrated tbreigner), 
Jn such a vast pile, appears light and elegantly 
diminutive. But its tones are heard with such 
effect, tl^ walls and roof reverberating them in 
the MMJianting echoea, th&t the visitor speedily 
attadies to it the importance it merits. The 
greatest wonder of the diapel, however, is its 
inner roof. This roof is suppcnted not even hy a 
single pillar, although throughout its whole extent, 
it is composed of ponderous masses of stone. The 
key-stones, which are cut into the semblance of a 
rose, are siud, each to weigh a ton. In Lincoln 
Cathedral, they shew you, as a great curiosity, the 
Chapter House, which is supported by one pillv 
only. But here, you have a roof of grfift exteat, 
laterally, as well as longitudinally, resting, to alt 
appearance, upon nothing but the walls, and 
hanging together like one solid mass^ cut out of 
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the sanie block of stone. It U, in (act, supported 
on the principle of arches and groining, the lateral 
stressbeiDgbalancedbyimmensebuttresses. Equal 
to this roof, there is nothing in Britain, nor 
perhaps in the whale world,- In Windsor Abbey, 
and in Henry the Seventh's ch(q>el in WeBtminstet 
Abbey, they shew you oae constructed on the same 
principle; but these are merely miniatures of it. 
Several architects of these days, are said to 
confess themselves unable to produce such anoth^. 
Sir Christopher Wren siiid, he should, perhaps, 
be able, were he instructed whore to lay the first 
stone. There is another roof over this, covered 
ntth lead, from which you may see on a clear day 
the Cathedrals of Ely and Peterborough. At this 
' chapel there is ctfhedral service every day, at 
three oMocIt ; to hear the chanting and aathem of 
which, many gownsmen and others attend, prome- 
nading the spoNOus anterch^tel. On Sundays, 
like the chapel at Trinity, we have also a pretty 
^uinkling of the lady-snobbeises, who go likewise, 
(emphatically be it understood), to Bee, and be seen. 
Leaving the chapel of King's we viewed the 
building in which reside the Eellowa. It is a 
stately pile of stone with a lofty arch through the 
middle, to save the trouble of going round it, 
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somewhat cm the same scale, as far as it goes, with 
Somerset House, or rather like, in toto, the buildingc 
at Magdalen Coll^, Oxfind. In front, on the 
west) is a lairn of three or four acres in superficiei, 
leading to the Cam, over which there is a bridge, 
not much tobe admired for architecture or position — 
which is the more to be wondered at, because 
Bimoon, who undoubtedly evinces taste in sermoniE- 
ing and many other things, as a senior of the 
collie, was the chief adviser. The right band side 
of this lawn is skirted by one of the sides of Clare 
Hall. " I oould a tale unfold," in which the 
occupants of this wing of Clare, and the &ii)ont 
Dr. Glynn, who used to promenade the walk 19 
front, would be dramatis persons — bnt I won''t — 
not because tbe anecdote bears against the moral 
charactei of the doctor, but that it is unfit for these 
pages. Many other things I omit, fiv the same 
leason ; being determined that none nf the most 
squeamish shall find any reasonable fault with them. 
On tbe eastern fitrat, is another lawn, or grass* 
plot of sdiallet dimensions, in the form of a square, 
on one side of whicJi stands the chapel abore 
described, and in front is tbe Proroat's Lodge. 
This latter will soon be romored to make way fin- 
a magnificent structure fronting tbe street, the 
H 2 
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plan of which i> this je$x exhibited M Soamset 
House. 

The Old Buildings, where reside the students, 
consist of a very ancient tumble-down piece of 
ruing, adorned hj many curious Bpecimens of the 
taste of our gothic BDcestort. The wgtci-spouts 
more especially attract the notice of the observer, 
being varioual; decorated with the heads of ;dl 
sorts of monstera, vomitiBg forth the water as 
though it were the operation of a str(»ig emetic. 
In this square, I believe, are situated the Hallj 
Combination-room, and Lecture-room ; but I won't 
speak positively, never having had the curiosity to 
ascertain the exact geogmphy of them. 

Having thus paraded King's College, passing 
through the Back, or South gate, after taking a 
single peep at the One Court of Catherine-hall, 
we soon fell upon Queen^s Cdlege, whicby 1^ 
Magdalene, St. John's, Trinity, Trinity-hall, 
Clare, and King's, is enlivened by the presence 
of the Cam. Itconsistsoftwo squares or courts, as 
they are termed at Cambridge, and Quads or 
quadrangles, at Oxford. The first that you enter 
from the street is the larger, built of brick, with 
nothisg either admirable or curious, save and 
except a huge south sun-dial, and the general - 
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SDtique diDginesa of it. rnuough the icreeiiB 
parting the hall from the kitchens, as at Trinity, 
jou pass into a very small court, round which are 
deters of considerable antiquity, being rude in 
structure throuf^out, but not so deeply antique, as 
to have ever been the residence of the f^nU who 
once peopled the earth. Cams Wilson would find 
more difficulty in traveraing these cloisters, than 
the streets of London, where you now see him 
skulking to avoid breaking the lamps, wd then 
anon jading a concussion with the shop-shades. 
Proceeding onwards throu^ an archway, you get 
to a bridge over the Cam, of very singular con- 
Btruction. It conusts of a single arch of wood- 
work, and so framed that, without a single nail to 
bind the pieces together, it is firmly supported. 
It could be taken . to" pieces'^and put up again, 
in a very short time, and at a trifiing expense. 
If I mistake not, this curiosity was erected at the 
instance, and under the direction, of the famous 
Dean Milner, then President of the coU^e. 

On the opposite side of the Cam, are situated 
the Fellows'' Gardens, which afford them a pleasant 
proraeoade. 

There is also an. nccellentl bowling-green fin- 
the diversion of the Fellows of this college. 
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My guide, on quitting this coU^e, acquainted 
me with the important fact that it is the stiong- 
hold of SImeonitism ; and thence escaping thfou^ 
the laige queer old tower in Iront, led me up 
Silvei-street, quitting the site of the Cam, to show 
off those colleges which adorn the principal streets. 
We soon reached Pembroke Hall, wbidi displays 
an extensive &ont in Trumpington Street. This 
small college consists of two courts, one leading 
into the other through the screens dividing the 
hall firom the kitchens and butteries. Its chapel, 
hall, &c. are pretty enough, but compared with 
those of Trinity, are not objects to be dwelt upon. 
They here show you one curiosity, in the shape of 
the largest globe that has ever been created by 
man. Its dimensions are vast, and the delinea- 
tions on its surface, I believe, pretty much re- 
semble the features of our Mother Earth. But as 
I cannot attempt a full description here, I must 
refer you to the thing itself. It is well worth the 
trouble, especiatly to such as profess " reading, 
wri^g, and the use of the globes.* Dr. Long 
was the projector of it. 

From Pembroke, we cross the street to Peter- 
house, the moat ancioit college in the whole 
University. The Coup d'lsil at the entrance is 
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pleasing enough, the buildings in general, and par- 
ticularly the cliapel, being rather tastefully arranged 
than otherwise, and in pretty good style as to 
architecture. lo this college, besides its gaudily 
gilded chapel (which, by the way, is in bad taste), 
and the rooms once occupied by the poet Gray, 
there is nothing to arrest attentitm. After having 
pointed out to me a large iron spike projecting 
from below the window of this poet's ganet, my 
friend related, on our way to Downing College, 
the following anecdote of him and his fellow- 
Students. " From his proximity to the celesti^ 
onopy, whence he drew bis inspirationi, we m&y 
suppose, the good bard rightly dirined that, in the 
event of the college taking fire snddeiily, be should 
be necessitated to make a hasty and lengthy 
descent to the level of other men, by a route dif- 
fering in its rectilinear course from that of the 
ordinary and devious stair-case. Gifted with this 
piece of foresight, he inserted, or caused to be in- 
serted, the aforesaid piece of iron, that in the 
event of the aforesaid calamity, he might atta^ 
thereunto a piece of hanp, and thus drop down at 
his leisure. 'His brother coUegiant perceiving hig 
wise precautions, and wishing to convince him, be- 
fiHchand, of the practteability of his theory, assev- 
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Ued at a late houE in the night, rolled avay on 
immense mash-tub from the brewery, and filling 
it to the brim with water, or other wetables, roared 
out " fire ! fire .'" Immediately peered out the 
affiighted poet,' and slipping down the rope, in 
the usual undress of' bathers, received such a 
glorious ducking, as soon convinced him it was 
" water ! water !" The hard not choosing thus 
to be made " ducks and drakes" of, jemonstrated 
with the master, and then with the senioia, but 
not being able to redress his wrongs for laughter, 
poor Gray quitted the college ia disgust, and 
transported himself to Pembroke HaU." 

By' the time this true story was brought to a 
finish, we had reached Downing, which being then 
in a very imperfect state, only one side of the 
present square being erected, presented but little 
b^ide the sepulchre of the Physician of facetious 
memory, Sir Busick Harwood. Much was tidd 
me in journeying hence to Emanuel College, 
about this celebrated character— that both himself 
and his lady were so much addicted to the luxury 
of a pipe, that they used to perform a duet upon 
that toind instrumrat, daily and nightly in bed,

- But pasujogby Parker's FieGe,aBortofcDmmoQ 
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belonging to the coTporation, swred to the gym- 
nastic games — such as criclut— of both Gowns- 
men and Townsmen, we soon reached Emmanuel. 
It presents a handsome Grecian front to ,St, 
Andrew's-stieet (I think it is], and the Interior is 
sufficiently magnificent.for a college consisting «r 
but one court, and two or three fragments, or 
wings, of incipient ones. The Emmanuel-men 
pride themselves upon their cbapel, and with some 
reason. They also boast of having the best .clois- 
ters for xainy weather . next to Trinity. The 
chapel cleric, shows you, in a comet of the ante- 
chapel, behind the door, the skeleton of a Gowns-: 
man (in terrorem, I suppose), who being jealous 
t£ a rival student In love, secreted himself on the 
very spot, and like another Bdlingham, shot his 
victim, on bis entering the chapel. He was tritid, 
executed, and anatomised. This is the only 
curiosity I ever saw at Emmanuel, besides, mte or 
two living ones, whom I could name, of: the 
eccentric &mily. 

In the same street, we found Christ's College, 
which also presented a goodly gothic front, and is 
well caiougb built in the interior of its single 
court, to screen it from contempt. The gardens 
of this.cpll^ are the most eztrasive and ^uriful 
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IB the JJaiyenitj. Thejr fed unbounded pride 
here, in showing you the identical mulberry- tree 
whiA MOton engrafVed with his own hands. It 
is a wide-spresdifig sort of statiooary creature, 
Immdiing out into as many arms as ever had 
Briareus, and is such an overgrown bulky bang 
as to need all sorts of props and crutches. Biit 
I want to know how it is that the mulberry-tree 
dumld have been audi a favorite with our great 
poeta. It is an odd coinddoice, that the two 
greatest of our poets, should have each patronized 
it. P«haps you will say the one imitated the 
other. Be it so. 

Continuing the same route, we next presented 
ourselves before Sydney Sussex College. This also 
fines the street, but not with the same efiect, its 
fitmt being brick. It consists of two courts spacious 
enough to accommodate a good Dumber of students. 
But at this time, from its having a little before 
been set fire to l^ tme of them (as it was sup- 
posed), who was capitally indicted thnenpon, 
the odlege had lost its reputation, and with that, 
its Bona. 

Hence we proceeded down to Magdalene, at 
li>e Bridge, and after having seen the Pepysiao 
Library, the great, though a^tary, curiosity of 
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die pbce, inaaroudi as it oontaiiu nuny othei 
Tilil^e MSS. than the one Lord Braybrooke has 
reeently brought tv light ; we turned round once 
more to the neighbourhood of Trinity, and pasnng 
through three handsome, although brick-worl, 
courts of its aeighbour, St. John's (which, how* 
ever, presented nothing long to arrest our progress), 
we crossed the Cam, traversed the beautiful walks 
of that college, insinuated thence into the still 
more enchantmg promenadst of Trinity, and again 
crossing the Cam, over the Cydudal Bridge', we 
presently found ourselTes recreating on the sob in 
my friend's rooms in the Clusters. 

Mudi as the mind had been refreshed throng- 
out this day's excursion, the body had nie«Ted 
no aliment, not even from Milton's mulberries, 
and we, or at least my friend, betook himself to 
- making a suit^e repast Ibr the latter. He be- 
thought himself, very suddenly, to my aj^rehea- 
sion, that althou^ the tables ia Hall hod long 
aince been cleared, he could yet get something 
comibrtable, in the shape of " SisiDgs," from the 
kitchens and buttery. His gyp was therefore 
directed to take two scraps o( paper with the word 
thereon written " Sinngs," but with two difi^ent 
•igoatures, the one being his own, and the othor 
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a forged one of a iriend of his, with vhom he 
oould take such a liberty; thereby ' providing u> 
with an excellent diimer, and at the same time 
delicately avoiding all use of my name, which I 
soon afterwards found would have been equally 
productiTe. The gyp and the bed-maker bang 
in good pay, and having abundance of perquisites 
irom every treat like this, vied with each other in 
producing it, and we soon sat down to feast upon 
^ daintica to be supplied " After Hall." After 
whidi, the gyp was dispatched fiir a " dessert fi>r 
two,** fit fiir half a dozen in ordinary life, to Ned 
Lichfield's, who forthwith supplied us with stimu- 
lus to swallow three bottles, which had the efiect 
of putting me under the taMe, although the more 
seasoned cask remained perfectly in statu quo — at 
least, as fai as I could perceive. The next day I 
could do nothing. I was too ill from the &tigue 
and refreskmenf of the day preceding, to be able 
to do any thing further. I therefore deferred the 

honour of Mr, 's completing his politeness to 

the day fallowing. That day having arrived, 
away went we from King's-street, where I had the 
honour of his company to hreak&st, to see the re- 
maining wonders of th« University. We first 
visited Jesus, whidi is directly opposite to the 
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quarters I dien occupied. In thii college I fiiund 
nothing particular, excepting (as I afterwards 
ascertained) that it somewhat resembles Trinity 
and some other colleges at Oxford, in having a 
sort of a steeple belonging to it. One part of it, 
viz. the chapel, looks very much like a church. 
This is the only distinguishing feature of Jesus 
College. 

From Jesus we went in a drcumhendlbns to 
Ben'et or Corpus Chriati College, which, although 
Uien a very so-so sort of a place, has lately claimed 
a pre-eminence in the University from its new build- 
ings. It''s now a very fine place, I have no doubt; 
but it will be some time before it is equally dis- 
tinguished for intellectual productions. This col- 
lege is famous ki its ale, and for nothing else. 

Hence proceeding, we presently discovered the 
Botanic Garden. Next to the Royal Gardens at 
Kev, it would appear this at Cambridge is deemed 
the most extensive and valuable. Innumerable 
are the rare exotics which are here fostered, both 
inside and outside the spacious green-houses. 
Great entertainment may here be afibided to the 
devotees of Pomona, of Flora, and of the other 
presiding deities, but ibr my part, despite the rap- 
turous enthusiasm (£ Sir James Smith, and other 
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Botanical philosophers, I saw noting thbt I oouH 
dwell upon with half the satisfaction to be dffltved 
from the produce of a potatoe gatden. You '11 
never detect me g&thering simples. After ia- 
specting the lecture- rooms for thd Professors of 
Mineralt^, of Experimental Philosophy, &C., 
, whidi are situated in these gardens, we rCpiured to 
that part of the University where are congr^ated 
the public buildings. On arriving in front of St. 
Mary's, the University chuKh, the coup d'oril 
Irhich presents itself is imposingly grand. O^iford 
is rightly denominated " a City of Palaces." But 
&om no quarter of that beautiful and magnificent 
jJsce can you view so superb a group as are here 
fbrmed fay the Senate-house on the right, the 
Public Library and Schools in front, Claie-hall in 
the distance, and Sing's Ci^lege Chapel on the left. 
The Senate-house is a spacious modem struc- 
tare, 'built of stone, in the chastest Corinthian 
atyle of architecture. The interior presenta no- 
thing wond^fril, hut is well adapted for the recep- 
uon and display of large assemblies of the gowns* 
tnen. All husineffii affecting the interests of the 
University at large is here transacted ; sndi as the 
yeorly-triennia) examinations for the degree of 
B. A.; the patting of other d^TCes and honoors ; 
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the passing of GraeeSj or UniTeraity Laws, &e. &c. 
The eoncerta and other public amusementa ova 
also here conducted. The lower part, or arena, is 
sppropnat^ to the M. A. and higher orders of 
the University, on these occasions, the students 
or under- graduates being obliged to loolc down uptm 
them from a spacious gallery. 'So ticklish are 
the higher ranlcshere, as to their consequence, that 
if a sitnj^ Freshman perchance slip in amongst 
them, he is ejected almost as nnoeremoniously as 
though he had stolen into a seraglio. In this 
plaee are several statues of kings and other great 
men, but none deserving particular notice except 
that of Pitt, whidi is con«dered a nwster-pieee. 

The Public Library was the next object of at- 
traction. It is a toomy piece of antiqaity, some- 
what modernised in frmit, but, nevertheless, unlike 
most " old firiends with new faces," the longer 
you know it the more you like it. You ascend l^ 
a flight of wi[>dii^-stairs, throi^h a vestihuk 
adorned with many valuable specimens of andaat 
sculpture, and other curiosities — not the least of 
which is an excellent full length portrait of the 
cel^irated Maps,* carrying in his lap a ^Md of 
' * Two gtDerationi ago there lived in Canbridge a man 
named Nicholson, who to " turn a penny," oommeneed 
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books to the rooms of some student. On enming 
the intGrior, you are lost in a labyrinth of learning. 
Tomes upon tomes, many stories high, surround 
you on every side, throughout the whole circuit of 
the spacious quadrangular depository. Affixed to 
the dasses, which stand out from the walls, as in 
Trinity Library, are many curiosities, more or 
less connected with literature, such as illuminated 
MSS., specimens of other ancient writings, of 
the Literature of Eastern Nations, &c. &c. In 
another part are mummies, specimens of writing 
with a style upon p^yrus, &c. &c. In a word, 

the career i>f gaio, by the hawking of maps— of Ancient 
Greece and Rome, I suppose. From his civility, and the 
quality of bis wares, and the eccentricities of the wag, 
more probably, be speedily got into request, and thence 
into a circulating library. By degrees, as bis means in- 
cteoiied, bis library waa enriched with the most rare and 
Taluable works in every department of literature aiid 
science, so mach so, as to elicit a subscription by the Term 
from nearly every student in'ihe Unirersity. Thiseitra^ 
ordinary character used to carry about the books himself, 
knocking at each student's door as he reached it, and 
crying out, " Maps, Sir." Whence ihe nick-name. His 
SOD and grandson kept yp the concern till within a year or 
two. I have often heard them addressed with " Maps,'' 
why don't yon send roe Ihe Jesuit's Nawlon 
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if you ftre boolish or curious, this is the place, 
of all others, to afibrd yon endless entertaitiment. 

Descending from the Public Library, we visited 
the ground-floor of it, forming a square, and con- 
sbting of the public schools for Philosophy, Divi- 
nity, Law, and also a lecture-room for Experi- 
■ mental Philosophy. In each of the schools are 
two rostrums, opposite one another, for the dis- 
putants to ascend, from which they argue for and 
against some given question. But more of this 
anon. 

Quitting this spot, my obliging conductor was 
presently passing me through the gate of Caius 
(pronounced Key's) College, which is within ten 
or eleven yards of the Senate-house, when he sud- 
denly bethought him, it would the more " redound 
to the credit of his understanding," if he intro' 
duced me in the manner in which Caius men 
themselves enter college. Accordingly, I was led 
up Senate -ho use- passage, into Trinity-street, and 
thence proceeded, first through the " Gate of 
Humility," then through the " Gate of Virtue," 
and lastly through the " Gate of Honour," which, 
as I before said, is the tooy to the Senate-house. 
Hugging himself affectionately at this display of 
shewmanship, my guide took me the nearest cut 
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to TiiniC;, thnmgb the two oouits uid sculleries of 
Caius into l^rinity-lan^, and thence through the 
Queen'B-gate into the Great Court. The dinnei- 
bell now tingling through the University, I 
stepped to his rooms, adonized a little, and then, for 
the seoond time, joined the convivial board of 
Trinity. 

Aftei dinner, I had the honour of wining with 
no less a personage than a Fellow of the mSkge^' 
to whom I had heen introduced, 1^ letter, hy 
Colonel K- — — g, of Lincoln. His wine and 
dessert were esoellent, but as he could not stoop 
to any thing like &miliar conversation, I did not 
much sit at my ease. Mr. P. was, however, upon 
the whole, very pcJite, and kindly tendered his 
advice as to a braeficial course of reading — uM 
me how to conduct mysdf at lectures — what society 
to cultivate— what to avoid — and, in short, pointed 
out the way to acquire the good things attainable 
in the University. From a natural dislike to ad- 
vice, or some other undefinable feeling, I was happy 
to escape from the condescensions of this very 
worthy Senior, and accordingly, so soon as he gave 
over piesung me to stay, I gave him the slip, 
hurried to my lodgings, and, sitting down to 
Euclid and the 'Ejrra fcrl e<lj3ov of ^wAylus, sat 
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Up till Shit in the' morning, preparing &t lecturei 
vbiph were to commence the day ensuing. 

FnHQ the time I could lisp a syllable, I had felt 
an intvpoiable lore of knowledge, bo much so, that 
at thr«e years of age I read English, and long befiire 
children are taught to wiite, I used to copy, with a 
silver-spoon 1 had purloined, all the writing, con- 
sisting of menKsandums, &c. I could find about 
the faotjiEe called Linwood-hall, upon the walls of 
an unfrequented (because supposed to be haunted) 
part of thti spacious mansion. I never could 
then prevail upon my &lher or mother to let me 
have the use of ipesx and ink, lor &ar of spoiling 
my bibs and frodis, and thus at the expense of a 
little silver, I acquired a tolerably correct notion 
of fiHwing the letters of the alphabet — and I will 
venture to assert, a much more correct one than 
ever Dr. Forr and some other distinguished pen- 
nleD ever acquired ; unless, indeed, which I half 
suspect, their epigraphy was afiectation. My 
family tell me to this day, and I recollect the 
oicujnitanoe perfectly well, that when afflicted 
so as to be blind 6x fifteen days, my only consdla- 
tion was, to know that my litdc juvenile library, 
gopsisting of ajwut twiuty volumes, one of whidi, I 
leeollect, WW entitled " Wisdom in Miniature," 
i2 
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was GODEtantly within my reach. At this aaij 
age, 1 was nick-named by my little dsters *' The 
. Parsoitf" and thc^ used to take a delight in hiding 
my books, in order to make s play-fellow of me. 
But my love for learning was irresistible. It 
overcBme all obstacles. Learn I would, and with- 
out giving the reader a tiresome detail of the 
various schemes I devised to gratify this passion- 
how I first found my way to school— how, from 
being the head of one school, I transferred myself 
three several times to others, each time exhausting 
the stock of ibe master — suffice it to say, that up 
to this commencement of my literary career in the 
University, my ardour glowed with undiininished 
energy. 

'After chapel I had scarcely time to breaktast 
before St. Mary's struck nine— the hour for the 
Mathematical Lecture. Palpitating at all points, 
I " wended my way" to the Lecture-room, which 
presently received about a hundred of us. Sizars, 
Pensioners, Fellpw-commoncrs, and Noblemen, 
■eating themselves indiscriminately at the several 
desks, which were amply supplied with all the im- 
plements of scribbling — ^pens, ink, and ibolscap. 
The Lecturer was elevated at a sort of rostrum, U> 
produce, no douht, an impiession upon the youtb- 
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ful group, as to the dignity and importmoe of hii 
duties. AH was silent aa the grave, each and every 
one of us, morveUing in breathless suspense, and 
eyeing each other with most funking physiogDomy, 
when Mi. Brown very learoedly inquued of us, 
one by one, if we knew our own names. The first 
gentleman addresGed, foreseeing that the porten- 
tous question was about to be popped to him, 
turned pale as ashes, and with some difficulty 
pronounced the word most familiar to htm. The 
rest grew gradually more courageous, . iusomuch 
that the last one did positively not once quake nor 
quiver. 

Mr. 6. having tlius fonned a nomendatuie of 
the assembly, and glanced his eyes around him 
for some mioutes, to associate the name with the 
person, he proceeded to inquire if we had furnished 
ourselves with a case of mathematical instrumentB. 
Out flew, with something like the precision of 
soldiery, a case before each man, with scarcely a 
defaulter; when the learned Lecturer, with a 
nondescript smile playing about his countenance, 
said, ** I am glad, gentlemen, to see you come to 
lecture thus prepared, because it augurs well you 
will not be wudng in other respects ; but I must 
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inibnn 79a, these mploEDoilB ire here rapet- 
fluoDs, inanniidi ai in the ibeorj we are about to 
expound, there are none otbei than straight lines 
and circles. Now all of you can draw a straight 
line, I should hope, and as to the eircle it is thus 
described^'— pUciog his little finger of the ri^t- 
hsnd firmly on the paper, and at the same time , 
Dumng the paper round it so as to come in con- 
tact with the pen during the entire revolntion. 
" Thus you see, gentlenien, you may omit bring- 
' ing your instrumaits hither in future, and those 
gentlemoi, also, who have slates before them, 
will be pleased to bring them no more, paper 
being the only thing scribbled upon, in order to 
prepare fat the use of it at the Examina- 
tions. Very good. This being the first day, I 
thall dismiss you thus eariy, and hope to see every 
one of you at the same hour to-morrow, so pie- 
pared in Euclid, as to demonstrate vtea voce, when 
called upon promiscuously, any proposition in the 
&st book I may think proper to fix upon. Very 
good. Gtood morning, gentlemra.* 

The finst Lecture in Mathematics being thus 
Abruptly terminated, we had just time to trudge 
hxne with the slates and instruments, and take 
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a turs or tvo in the walks to stretch our under- 
BtandiDgs, when the two-tongued* b^ of Trinity 
gave us a duplicate of the hour of ten — the 
aummotis for attending the Greek Lecturer, in the 
room immediately over the former. Here we 
found Professor Monk, now Dean of Feterboro', 
prepared to give us a reception something similar 
to that of Mr. Brown. 

Af^er having ascertained our names with great 
precision, and taken care to inform us he shall 
hope to find us the next day at the same hour, 
prepared to construe any part of the opetiing of 
the " Seven against Thebes," to give the geo- 
graphy of the scenes in it, and the history of the 
dramatis persons, events, and allusions. Professor 
Monk broke up the assembly by, " I hope, gen- 
tlemen, your attendance will be r^ular tbionghout 
die term. Good morning to yon, gentlemen.^ 

* Si. John's College having nt clock, and Trioily one 
whicb twice tells the bour — the iirEt time in a deep baas, 
and the second in a squeakiog treble, — aomethiog like a 
Pig in a Gate ; the Johaian FreshiuLio, yea, and some of 
the Sophs eveOj from a tacit sense of their inferioritf, and 
perhaps from sympathy, do oft adopt the latter as iheir 
oWn time-teUer. This mistake is the more oatural, from 
the Inzta-parition of flie two coUegts. 
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The Lectures for the day being over, we dis- 
persed in all directions, something like a regiment 
after a review in the Park. Having no more 
sights to see, and, from the expectations expressed- 
t^ both the I^ecturers, much to prepare for the 
next day's Lectures, I went as straight homewards 
as the irregular streets and lanes of the ancient 
town of Cambridge would permit, and soon found 
myself sunounded by such books as I had pro- 
cured irom the Public Library (this is done, as I 
have already intimated, under the rose, by the con- 
nivance of some. M. A.), from Trinity Library, 
and &om Maps' excellent Circulating Library. 
Those recommended by the Tutor, Mr. Hudson, 
for the Greek play, were Porson's Hecuba, the 
preface containing the most valuable Treatise ever 
. written on the Greek Metres, Barlow Seale's 
and Herman's more lengthy discussions of the 
same subject — Bumey's Tentamen de Metris 
(being nothing worth) having no place in my col- 
lection. Scapula's Lexicon, Dawe's Miscellaneft 
Critica, Bentley's Phalaris, the Travels of Ana- 
charus, Hoogeveen's Particularum Doctrina, 
Boss's Ellipses, Franklin's Translatiim of Sopho- 
cles (for its pre&tory matter relating to the Gre- 
cian Stage), Cumberland's Observer (fin- die same 
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Theatre, Tyrwhit's Aristotle, Uorace^s Are 
Foetica, Gillies's History of Greece (Mitfbrd's, I 
wished to have, but it was so expensive to pur- 
chase, and so much in request at the libraries, that 
I was compelled at £rat to put up with Gillie's), 
D'Anville's Ancient Atlas, Butler's jGschylus 
(a more stupid chaos of confusion than which does 
not exist — aieal "M£ya fii^\iov fiiya kok^i'"), and 
finally, the luminous and erudite comment upon 
the 'Ewra hrX e^)3«c itself, by Dr. Blomfield, 
formed, as iai as I cah recollect, the remtundcr of 
the catalogue. 

Being a true patriot, and, theiefbre, desirous of 
circulating my knowledge, of whatever description, 
freely amongst my countrymen, I have thus en- 
deavoured to point out to such as have not enjoyed 
the advantages of an University education, the 
sources &om which they can draw most information 
upon this one department of Grecian literature. 
Whether this catf^logue prove useful I won't he 
positive. Thus much is clear, that it is as enter- 
taining and instructive to the full, as is Homer's 
catalogue of ships, and some other lists that might 
be named. 

Books like these, at Cambridge, I ptesently 
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peneived, &om their thumb-woni exteriors, «ra 
not long on the shdf. From a real love of know- 
ledge, hoverer, more thaii by this conviction, was 
I inflnenoed in the determination I noir made, 
of lamiliorizing myself with their contents. 
StntDge representatiDns of the indolence and igno- 
rance of atudenta bad been toade to rae by the 
dergy I had knovn in my native county ; which, 
however true they might be in their time, I toon 
discovered pertly inapplicable to this enlightened 
poiod. A gentleman, educated at Ozfiird, had 
suggested the very best and shortest cut to emolu- 
ments, according to hia Oxonian notions — a ge- 
ttetal bslnt of obsequiousneas, and the patronage 
of the great. A woitby magistrate (rather a 
tynnnical one the njstice would say), in the vici- 
niiy of Petcarbcan', used ever and won to leUte in 
m^ ear the lir^pUai (I should hope) and interesting 
flwt, that at Clare-hall fae had been elected Fellow 
prineipahy (if he had used the word »olely it 
would have been more suital^) from the dnnini- 
stance, highly creditable to his devotional feelings, 
of his having never absented himGelf from chapel, 
night at morning, during the whole period of his 
re^dence. But these gotions I saw at a ^anee, 
ironld, at Trinity, prove &lla«eui. It was dear

Many of the 
vdumes before m» hod the appeaianee of octe 
having been splendidly bound, but in die coune 
of i lew years they had expoienced so mueh 
vongb handling, that a new coat m> beginning to 
be absolutely neoesBaiy A» the pieservabon of the 
bodies f£ them. Thus it was demonstrable, th^ 
ita the good things aiound me diete had been 
some competition. Bejmced was I greatly in 
tnaking this discovery, inasmuch as digging and 
delving for knowledge had ever jumped with my 
humour. To Jagging I set to, thM<e(bie, viifk as 
keen a relish as ever alderman sat dawn to turtle. 
The first twenty propositionB ol £udid^ I 
fitr^with ■' oianinted," deeming this a quantum 
tuiS. {<a Johnny Brown, as. he was afisetiDnatdy 
mlled by all but Fte^mbn. I then piobeeded to 
tnake like pre^ation for Professor Monk (we 
never used any darling diminudves iu nforeooe 
to that gentleman), and having made sure of am- 
struing the next day, if called upen, any atenza 
or stanzas of the lambica, with whieb the first act 
flommenoes, the next thing to he dona was to avafl 
myself of the cdlateral infonnatieB aSoided aoe 
by the vidumes above-mentioned. Thus oocupiad. 
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the dinner and chapel-bells having in the interv^Rl 
been duly attended to, I sat ap till half-past 
three in the morning. Whilst musing over 
the chonisses, the strophes and antistrophes, 
analyzing ctesuras and quasi-ctesuras, I myself 
was being scanned by a iair household god- 
dess, who tripping into my presence, in the 
most celestial accents, breathed apprehension lest 
I should ruin my health by such midni^t medi- 
tations, and looking unutterable things, a language 
I then less understood than Greek (and of this I 
was ignorant enough), hastily withdrew, covered 
with confusion. Joseph-libe, I retired to my soli* 
tary pillow, dozing away the few hours that in- 
terveoed before the hour of chapel. 

The hour of nine having now arrived, we agaia 
assembled at the Mathematical Lecture-room. 
Being seated, Mr. B. again went over the names, 
and praised our punctuality, there being not one 
absentee. After which, he asked, first one and 
then another, the sev«al definitions of a point, a 
straight line, a curved line, a triangle, a square, 
a parallelogram, a pentagon, a circle, &c. &c. &g. 
and these questions being answered, with not more 
than fifty blundersj he came upon your humble ser- 
vant with, " Mr. W., what is meant by an 
axiomr 
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" An axiom, Sir"(quothI), "is a truth so self- 
evident, that its terms need only be expressed in 
language, to be universally understood and ad- 
mitted." 

" Very good, Sir, tbou^ not precisely in the 
language of Euclid. But what is the first axiom 
of Euclid, or of Geometry, as I may say, the 
t«rms being synoiiymous ?" 

" Thiug^which are equal to the same, are equal 
to one another." 

" Very good, Sir. What the second, and what 
die third?" 

"If equals be added to equals the sums sie 
equal. If equals be taken from equals the re^ 
mMndcrs are equal." 

" V^y good ?" 

Mr.' B. next int«rrogated one and then another, 
until having got through the twelve axioms, or 
self-^dent propositions, not one of which could 
we contradict, he gave a brief recapitulaUbn of 
them, the definitions, and postulates, and con- 
duded (or at least might have done) by the fiil- 
lowing eulogium — 

" These Definidona, Axioms, and Postulates, 
cooBlitute, gentlemen, simple and self-evident as 
they are, the foundations of all Mathematical and 
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Philosophical icienGe. Upon thgin u ao imperith- 
ftbld. and immoToahle substratum, rests that towei- 
iag fehric of Ecieuce, which reaches the remotest 
penetralia of the heavens. Step hj step, gentle- 
men, we hence shall climb successively, as' bjr a 
tower of Babel, the several rounds of Geometry, 
of A^bra, of the Aoalytiofi generally, of Medianics, 
and Optics, wiuding our way to the topmost 
{Honade— Astronomy." As I have already sud, 
Mi. Brown, little as he was ^vea to heroics, 
cither di^ or did not deliver this speech. Certain 
it is, no London lecturer, none of those self-dubbeA 
ProfeflsOTS, wouU have let slip such a glorious 
(^iportunity. 

A(^ Mr. Brown had passed us over the "Afisei* 
Bridge,"* without any serious accident, and con- 
ducted us a few steps further into the first book, 
he dismissed us with many compliments, and a iew 
J}eductionB,f the Utter of which, we were to 
" prove," by the next day, and bring back wiUi iia> 

Itwasnowten o'clock, and up stairs we ther^m

he sat, with ** head erect and all-impoitant brow," 
more vastly great, I ween, than ever looked Msi^j' 
lus himself) oi even those ancient schoolmasten, 
whospokethis "languageof the Grods"— Aristotle, 
Socrates, or Plato. In his manner and person, 
the Frofessfflr was a striking ccHitraat to the mathe- 
matical lecturer. Stiff and formal to a degree, he 
eould never relax into a smile, mudi less could he 
mdure anything bcKdering upon jocularity, however 
pleaaant mi^t be the subject of his lectures, ov 
admit the slightest faroiliarity from these grown- 
up young gentlemen. Equally solicitous was he, 
to elevate his diction, and succeeded, so as to 
delivei himself in a styl^— to say the least of it — 
lemi-bombastic. Like all other pickers of choice 
words and expressions, his voice, naturally harsh, 
although sonorous, would ever and anon dwell, not 
in the style of a sostesuto, but closely resembling 
Ae drone of a bagpipe, thus steeling time for the 
selectiim, and making his speech continuous. Mr. 
Brown, on the other hand, was as distinguished for 
tfae a&l»lity of his demeanour as for the eaa* 
and chasteness of his language. With the excep- 
tKHt of hb fiivourite phrase of kind eneouragem^t. 
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" very good," which from habit, I suppose, he 
oAen compUinented even himself withal, his sen- 
tences, although on a less wordj subject, from.being 
less. forced and excogitated, greatly^ exceeded the 
Professor's Id every natural grace, and conse- 
quently, were much more agreeable to the audience. 

By this comparison, I wish not to disparage, 
but merely.express my opinions, as I have done^ 
md shall do upon all other topics, with perfect 
indepeiidence. I am willing to give the Profess^ 
ample credit for his rare and extensive knowledge 
of Greek, by admitting him to be one of the first 
Greek scholars of this country, notwithstanding 
the slurs and sneers of that fellow Herman of 
Leipsic. His lectures I much profitted irom, not 
only in the Greek play, but also from those on 
Herodotus, Livy, Ac, which he subsequently 
delivered to the men of my year. 

But I have strayed a little. We were now 
listening to an oration from the Professor, on the 
origin and progress of the drama ; the substance of 
which, as I trust most of my readers are play- 
going people, I shaU endeavour to recoUect for 
them. 

*' Gentlemen (said the Professor), eie we corn- 
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menee our criticisms upon the play before us, it 
trill be proper to say a few words as to the nature, 
(ffigiD, -and ptogress, of the Ancient Drama, 
graierally. 

'* Tragedy appears, gentlemen, to have derived 
its name and ori^n from the Ancient Greek 
Festivals which were celebrated in hoaof of 
Bacchus, in which extemporary verses, called 
Dithyrambs, conceived in an enthusiastic and 
inflated manner, were chanted. 

" The word Tragedy is derived from rpayoc a 
goat, the victim ofiered at these sacrifices, and 
which was likewise proposed as a prize to him who 
compo^ the best Dithyramb, joined with t^Sii a 
>otigi thus fonning the word, rpayi^la. But this 
tras dot used till the more advanced state of the 
drama. In its first rude state it was simply deno- 
minated Kt^/ufSla (iv kw/ioic b)iii)the viliage song. 

" Next, A cask of wine was proposed as the prize, 
and'&om rpvya and r^i'S^ originated the appellation 
of Tpvy<^ia, song of the cask, the subject of which 
being of a humomus kind, hence arose Comedy. 

" These village songs had amused the Athenians 
fin- some time; when, S^ years be&ne Christ' 
there appeared, each at the head of a company of 
actors, Susorion and Thespis, both bom in a small 
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town of Attica, named Icaria— the one on a kind 
of stage, ^e other iii a cart. Snsation attacked 
the vices and absurdities of his time, and Thespis 
ascended to nobler subjects, taken from history. 
Thespis had, more than once, one of the singers 
mount on a table, where hfinDs only wore Suog, 
and fotm a dialogue with the chorus. From thin 
hint he conceived the happy idea of iutiodneing an 
actor, who, by simple Kata\x, should relieve the 
chorus, divide the aetion, and render it more inter- 
esting. This innovation, tc^tfaer with some other 
liberties, alarmed the legislator at Athens. Sohm 
condemned a spedeB of composition In which the 
andent traditions were di^ised by fictions ' If 
we applaud falsehood in oiir puUiC exhibitimis,' 
(said he to Thespis) <we sooti shall find that it will 
insinuate itself into bur most sacred Engagements.' 
The excessive approbation, however, with whidi 
both Thespis' and Susaiion's pieces Were received, 
rendend the foresight <of Solon unavailing. The 
poets, who till then had aSed Dtthyramhics and 
licentbns satire, struck with the dbgant fbrms 
which these began to assume, dedicated their time 
and talents to Tragedy and Comedy. Tfi^edy, 
soon after assumed greater variety. Horace in his 
' Ars Poetics, says : 
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' IgDotum TragicK gettus inveniwe CanuaiiM 

Didlur et PItmitrii vexbse poem&U Tb««pis 

Qun canereol, ageientque peruncti fKCibui orie.' 

"PfarynicuEjthediidple of Thespisjaowflounsb- 

iog, introduced women'B characters, and changed 

the metre from Trochaic to Iambic. 

"j^schylus next introduced, in the four hundred 
and eightieth year before Christ, a dial<^ue between 
two persons, in which he interwove some interesting 
storjr ; and as the chorus now only held a subaltern 
station, he shortened its part consideraUj, and the 
songs no longer related to Bacchus, but to the 
story itself in which the actors were concerned, 
^schylus also, greatly improved the scenery and 
decorations of the st^ ; Inonght his actors into 
a regular and wt^-constructed theatre; raised his 
' heroes on the Colkumua, or Buslin ; invented 
Masques, and introduced splendid habits with long 
trains. To these improvements, Horace bears 
testimony in 

' ■'-'■ personte paltaque repertor boneste 

£scli;la3, et modicis instraTit pulpita tignis, 

Et docoit Ai^nnvque loqui, ^itique Codiomo.'

his^rst Tragedie* be introduoed (as I have already 

said) a seccaid actor, but copying So^ocks, then 
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a new and youngei dramatist, he introduoed a 
thiid, and, sometimes, even a fouith. He is cen- 
mred for having admitted mutes into his plays. 
Inone of his pieces, the ' Sumenides/ moreover, the 
infernal divinities appeared for the £xst time, with 
serpents entwined in , their hair, and followed by a 
numerous r«tinue of dreadful spectres. It is said, 
at the Ngfat of them, and the sound of th^ terrific 
bowlings, terror struck the whole audience, women 
miscarried, and children expired through fear, 
which Gorapdled the magistrates to reduce the 
number in the chorus, from fifty tafifteen. Mwity- 
lus exerdsed the actors in tbeii action, by his own 
example. 

"Being fidsely accused of revealing the Eleuriniaa 
Mysteries in one <^ his tragedies, with difficulty 
he escaped &om the fiiry of the populace, and yet 
he fttrgave their in&tuated injustice because his 
life only had been in danger ; but seeing his rival 
Sophocles preferred, he exclaimed, " I must leave 
to time to restore my performances to the place 
they merit ;" and ahandooifig his country, went to 
reside in Sicily, where king Htero, loaded him 
with civility and honours. Here he died, at the, 
age of seventy. The epitaph, written by himsdf 
wai as follows: 
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" Wbat I have already advanced, gendepieii, will 
give a general idea of ancient Tragedy, and the 
character of the warlike author of the 'Seven 
agtunst Thebes.^ During our progress through 
the Flay itself, I shall offer other .Temarks, as 
they occur to me, more eompleudy illustrative of , 
the subject. I shall conclude these prefatory 
observations, with referring you to such works as 
willaffordyvu theltillestinfonnation,viz. Franklin's 
TrMislation of Sophodes, &a. Sec." 

The professor having brought his speech to a 
finish, requestedtheHonourableW.H. to construe, 
banning with KAAMOYgroX^tu. Afler this gea- 
tlcman had anglicised ten or ft dozen verses with 
tolerable fluency and accuracy, coasidering the 
agitation he evinced, he was interrogated as to the 
History, Geography, &c., and required to produce 
" parallel passages," with much judgment on the 
part of the Professor, aAd he acquitted himself 
" at well OB could he expected.'" Mr. F., from 
Tate's of Kichmmid, was next to construe ; who 
did somewhat better than the fbrm^; and from the 
-affectatitm of his pronundation, (peculiar to the , 
Tatians), of thedi^thongs, lAich so abound in 
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Greek, excited much more surprise and obsemttion. 
Next iras singled out a learned ScotEman (wfio 
in Scotland is not learned F), a ilir. D — sa, who 
beiqg just imported, piping hot, from sweet Edin- 
burgh — that soi-disaat " Moderq AthMu," was 
expected to have th^ Greek at his fingers' endi. 
But alas 1 poor D. his instnietois at the Mare- 
schal College Aberdeen, and High-School at the 
fai-famed UniTersity of Edinbro', had furnished his 
upper apartments very shabbily indeed. Like 
all oth^v irom the same quuter, whom I knew at 
Cambridge (and there were plenty of them), his 
construing waf aay thing hut English— £rBe most 
probably, and his nodons of quantity in the 
syllables were sudi as to produce no difference, 
except an acddental one, between longs and shorts, 
between ii and t, ot, o,—hetveea diphthongs ai|d 
vQwds. A very worthy v^ prudent young gentle- 
man was this, and proud of as long a pedigree 
as would reach from Holyrood to St. James; 
but like most of his biagffng countrymen, as defi- 
dent ta knowledge, properly so called, as could 
well be desired. This was not his &ult, however, 
but that of the system of education adopted m 
Scotland. Every Cantab, who knows any things 
knows full well, from the specimens every year ck- 
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bibiting at Cambridge, that the Scotch are a 
nation oi pedants. — Tbej skim the sur&ce of lite^ 
lutuie, indeed, but never reach the bottom — or to 
quit this tnett^hor, apd take up Johnson's " everjr 
one gets a mouthful of learning, but no one a 
bellylulL" They disregard pope's old maxim, 
" A little learning is a dangerous lh\ng, 
Drink deep, or '*s'e not the Caalalian spring," 
scarcely sipping the streams of knowledge. The 
consequence of which is, ttiat if you fall in with 
a Scot, you get hcdd of a bore of a pedant ; who, 
first taking you ibr swine, casts his small stock of 
pearls before you, without mercy ; and then, upon 
youi turning round upon him, and exposing the 
scantiness of his information, amuses you with a 
flaming account of the Latinity of ploughboys and 
milkmaids wooing in the pastorals of Virgil ; tells 
you the story of the admirable Crichton, with suit- 
able coqiments, and ends with a pompous rigma- 
role, about the wealth, honours, and erudition of 
Aberdeoi, St. Andrew's, Dum&ies, Glasgow, and 
Sdinbro'. This you must submit to, meet bim 
where you may — except in Cambridge or Oxford, 
where, soon discovering his boasted learning to be 
" but as sounding brass, or as a tinkling cymbal," 
he never spouts it, by.t at the command of the 
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Lectnret or Exammer, and then, for the t 
ment of the whole lectuie-room. A few exhibi- 
tions o£ this. kind, convince him, that the little he 
has acqaired st Edinbro' is so indigested, that 
the only remedy left him, is, to disgorge it. It. 
stidcs to him, however, with such pertinacity, that 
by the tune he has effectually dislodged it, the 
three years of his noviciate have Irittered away ; 
and all he can aspire to at the Senate-house exaint- 
' nation, is a place amongst the Apostles. 

AH the world Lnow the difficulty of divesung 
themselves of bad habits, whether in the ordinary 
afiain of life, or in the arts and sciences. All 
teachers on the violin, pi«io, in drawing, dancing, 
&c. &c., without an exception, prefer instructing 
pupils, ab origine, to taking them &om the hands 
of incompetent masters— so much have the latter' 
class to ttnleam. Just so is it at the English Uni- 
verrities with the Scots, and from observation, as well 
as theory, the position is maintainable. During the 
lapse of something more than seven years I resided 
atCarabndge, and cannot recollect a single instance 
of a Scotchman, Scottishly educated prior to his 
entrance there, having succeeded to the honours 
pr emoluinenls of Trinity. 

I disclaim all personal animoaity against theindi- 
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vidual Mr. D. wliose deficiencies I have thusexposed, 
as asample ofthoseof the whole body of his country-: 
men. I hsve merely hit upon, him, because he was 
the first to exhibit them. I also deny the edstence 
of any nalionsl pique mpiejudice against the Scotch 
natiim. That the Scotch are industriouB, honest, 
and booounble, even to a proverb, I readily admit, 
having found them strictly, so in all the intercourse . 
I happily have had with them. They make 
excellent friends and neighbours ^fo to Engliahmen. 
1 must, in short, confess, that, in all the relations 
of life, I deem them above my own countrymen. 
But m'uch as I admire their moral and social prin- 
ciples,, their pretensions to superiority over the 
Southrons in literature and science, I consider per- 
fectly contemptible ; Imputable only to their com- 
parative ignorance. 

This is the true character of the Scottish literati 
in general. By the exceptions, such as, Maclaurin, 
Diigald Stewart, Robison, Brewster, ftc., (Flay- 
fiur, I don't think it would "be fair play to call a 
genius) who were geniuses above the control of 
education, my argument, as the proverb says, is 
confirmed. 

Such being the extent of the usefulness of a 
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Scotch education, what advant^es are we to expect 
from an estaUbhment in London, originating and 
progressing under the auspices of a handful of 
periona thui iqiuated P It need soarcely be observed 
X allude to the projopted LondoD UiuTersity, 
inasmu^ as all must have noticed the striking 
circumstance, that the thing has been fethered fay 
Campbell (without being the teue' prc^enitor, 
perhaps; for, according to some. Orator Henley has 
the first claim to that hon6ur) fostered by Brough- 
am and Dr. Birkbeck the physician— Scottish all. 
Now, I should like to be informed, what just pre 
tensions can this Poet, this Lawi/er, or this Doctor, 
maintain as to the difection of the education of 
London ? By dint of uncommon perseverance, and 
good natural talents, for aught I know, each of 
the triumvirate hag attained conudsrable pre-emi- 
nence in his proper profession ; but surely, because 
one can jingle rhymes, anqther cross the bumpkins, 
and the third sign a man's doom in dog-latin, they 
are not to " rule the roast" over the intellects of 
this huge metropolis. Permit it, ye people of 
London, and ye reduce this magnificent, this 
glorious <aty, as to intellectual worth, to the 
level of " Modem Athens." Scottish are the 
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Driglnaton «f the scbfiroe, and tli«r iiDmediate 
disdples, nine out of ten, are Scottish. Who, then, 
are to 611 the litustioDS of Chanc^lor, Vice-chan* 
cellor, Frafeia«B, ftc. (great nameB forsooth, for 
an ettabliEhment, the entire capita of whiidi vill 
fidl (tx short of the annoai income of either Uni- 
▼eruty, firopaly so ealled) I wonld ask P Why 
Scotehmen. No, I stand corrected— it being an 
equal chance, that & few dissenters at the instance 
of the great Mr. C~x, whom his friends of the 
London University addreisby the AacitntedM. A. 
little as he is intitled to letters; of the unpa- 
ralleled BGceder from the Caledonian church Mr. 

F , Ac. &a. &c. may hsve an opportunity of 

^oselytiung; andadeadcertftinty,that the radicals 
will have permanent stalls to Jesuitiie in, inas- 
much as the abettors or patrons oonsist, almost 
without an exception, of these three classes of Jiis 
majesty^s subjects. Scotticism, Dissenterism, and 
Radicalism, were never bo closely united. But the 
two former classes will prove the dupes of the last 
^-or the course things usually take will strangely 
alter. 

This disposition of the few situations bebg 
effected, afler due jostling and scrambling fi» them, 
(he only learning to be had for your subscription 
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will be a " mouthful," whilst a "bellyfal" of 
disafiection to Church and King will be crammed 
into joa gratuitously. If, however, the Scotch 
Lecturers . should presume to teach Latin and 
Greek, what with their own brogue, their igno- 
rance of the " longs and shorts^' above alluded to, 
and the cockney dialect of their pupils, we . may 
anticipate as rare a compound of Attic refinement, 
&suncome-4tablea jargon of inoomprehensibleness, 
as ever mankind listened to. 

Ifaninstitution'beestablbhed for the education of 
the cocknies, in the name of good sense let it b^n 
with the beginning, and first engage Thelwall to 
teacb them their letters — thediSeience bet ween vand 
w, and between w and v. Aftei this important ac- 
quisition b indisputably ascertained, call in a few 
writingrmaEters, accountants, and teachers of navi-^ 
gation and the. we of the glohes, and these, with 
a little reading of the Bible, under the surveillance 
of parents, on Sundays, and a few nocturnal lucu- 
brations over the lumtTious pages of the Mechanics' 
Magazine, will prove amply sufficient for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the occupations of those who 
cannot meet the expenses of the "finish" at Oxford 
or Cambridge. 

But from the Lectute-room of Trinity 1 have 
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deviated greatly, and I iear to little purpose, 
seeing the obseq^uiousness of Biougham and his 
associates to *' the Little," nill operate much in 
the same way as does the same upon " the Great." 
Both extietnes thus meet in the ;niddle. 
My uncle Toby s^th, " we shall see." 

After " The D ss" had figured away for 

a short time, the Pndessor " called upon" some 
others ptonuscuously to ". go on," at certain pas- 
sages, and assisting them with his own comments 
as they required assistance, be finally brought the 
second Lecture to a close, with a repetition of the 
request before deUvered, of a full attendance cm 
the morrow. 

Thus were we lectured throtighout the October 
term, in Mathematics and in Clasdcs, Mr. Brown 
drilling us through £uclid, and the Professor 
perfonning, and causing us. to perform, in Gre^ 
Tragedy. .The leading actors were Lefevre, 
Fisher, Lettsom, and another or two, with a host 
of mediocres, and a few candle-snufiers. For my 
own part, being weak in nerve, and not very ambi- 
lious of a display vtoa voce, I used to get in as 
obscure a part of the room as could be found, the 
consequence of which was, that I was " put on" 
but seldom. On one occasion, I was desired to 
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begin with Eonietfaing whii^ I turned into "the 
goata Were UttUing, Sec." The " Hst-Fellow- 

comraoirtr"* H te thereupcm Bhowing symp- 

toms of BBtisfaction, not having before heatd the 
ay of goatA called bleMingy «al pc^tdy reproved 
by Monk, who requested him to suppL^, if it were 
m hi« Toeablilaiy, Bemething more sppropriate. 
This, the gentlntottn not bdog prepared for, the 
ridieule before bosMwed upon me was speedily 
ttansferred to himself. 

The deductions from Euclid, I used to take as 
much pleasure is solviflg, as Mr. Bronn did in 
proposing. On our ddiveruig them up to hins, 
after pointing out tbe merits of each " man's ^^ 
method, he concluded generally with a " nest and 
dc^SDt shrat cut of his own," and a " very good." 

About the middle ef this term Professor Monk 
gave out a subject whereon such u tlionght 
ihemsrives ooupet^it might compose an ode either 
m Alcaics or Sapphics. I chose the former ^eciea 
Af versificatidD, and fobricated about fifty verses 
which, together with a copy from Le— om and 
¥■-" — , had tbe honour of a particular notice. 

• Sat-Fdlow-coaaiumat differ from Cap-FeUow-am' 
monen from being remotely akin to the nobilil;, or the 
rtdesi sons of baroOeH. 
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This ntecesa had teme am^ ef^ct upon my 
*' weak mind," and it also not a little derated me in 
the estimation of my fellow-studenti, fiw that very 
day in the Library three of them, amimgft vhom 
was F — -, did me the honour of a self-intniduc- 
tioti. From this circumstance, coupled with the - 
yietory over the Fellotr-oommoner in his ikeepiHt 
attack upon me, made my hnmiHty spring up a 
step or two, and I began to find that there leslly 
exiBted things inferior to mytelf. One man, 

Cr e, uaed to show off greatly in Euclid, by 

gtnng through the nunlerous fiyllc^isiM of an in- 
tricate proposition, wi^ a AoUity and accuracy 
that was st first passing all Understanding, but by 
degrees the gentleman developed himself, and 
stiuk into compaiatLTc inaignlficanoe. It presently 
appeared, that the DedutftiotiB he had do talent for, 
abd it bIbA cSme AUt, th&t when oasually infer- 
rupled by Mr. &., who was sCaPcdy able to keep 
padG frith him, the same could seldota " r^sUme 
the thr^ of his discourse." Thus the gentlemtui 
evitiUd strong tnemory and tta InddfiltigBble per- 
Bever^oe, but iiMhing Yery riM&ing to the rAt 
of us as to intellect. itnO^r man, posoetised 
efsudi a Xroaderiiil iaeibi/ty that (As Dr. Valpy, 
iif Rtading, will inforth y4n) be coald feooUMt 
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nearly -verbatim the vhole of th^ speeches of a 
county or othei public meeting (like WoodfiiU's, 
his repents thus takea were alvays deemed the 
most correct), used to figure away with simile 
success. What is very extraoidinary is, that a 
. nun thus highly gifted in one &culty, should ex- 
hibit nothing else uncommon. ' His dassieal at-, 
tainments were respectable, but not such as with 
such a memory, and unremitting application to 
his studies, oHe would have anticipated. Spite ti 
all his endeavours, and they were pretty strenuous, 
at the examinations he never could attain beyond 
the third doss. In memory without an equal, 
yet as to vigour of understanding— as to those 
powers of th^ mind, whereby the meaning and 
beaudes of the learned languages are compre- 
hended, and the subtle intricacies of scientific dis- 
quisitiim unravelled, he was of the third order. 
These anecdotes are related with no other view 
than to point out what is not known generally — 
the distinction between memory and intellect. To 
a scrutinizing observer, many other things almost 
as paradoxical present themselves. A Mr. S., 
whom I knew at one time, was, in conversation 
upon ordinary newspaper topics, nay, even in the 
wkole range ttf Bdles LetUres, a match for any 
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one I ever met with. At the table he used to 
engross the conveTsatioa, dilating with eloquent 
volubilily on all the passing events of the day- 
would discuss in most set phraseology the mea- 
sures of ministers, awarding to each his merits or 
delinquencies — run over the last New Novel, by 
the Author of Waverly, describing the beauties or 
sublimities of this or that particular passage — 
quote the poets, ancient and modem, &om Milton 
down to Tommy Moore, interlarding en passant 
the efiusions with anecdotes of the hards them- 
selves—dwell upon the style of ardiitecture of 
seme ancient cathedral, or curious luins he went 
Etfmany miles to inspect, with much more than 
the enthusiasm of a Sir Christopher Wren — out- 
herald -the whole office as to the lineage and 
bearings of all the noble residents or strangers 
dining at the master's table — in short, the gen- 
tleman was a walking Encyclopeedia (he is said to 
have read over the Britannica three times — I should 
rather say the small portion of it intelligihle to 
hira) in all those tranches of knowledge about which 
you may talk on to eternity, in all sorts of opi- 
nions, without ever coming to any thing definitive. 
This man and another, whose initial is the 
same (now a troubl«r in the atrowns of Lethe),

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although 50 emmently gtfied with gab, so quali- 
fied to fill the fair sex with wonderment, had 
nereitheless no talent for argumentation, strictly 
GO called, no power of penetrating below the sur- 
&ce of things. The fbrmor could never get into 
the mysteries of Euclid (I dcaCt believe he 
passed the Poub Aainorum without many a halt 
and a stumble), spite of his anxious efibrts to 
effect it. A£ter reading Mathematics at the rate 
of fourteen hours a day, and apwarda, ibr three 
years, instead of keeping an a^ in the more intri- 
cate impositions of Newton-s Frincipia, he was 
still floundering in Euclid, and be^ed to be peri 
mitted to " keep" in Book the Eleventh. This 
hedid " keep" in, and in it he would still have 
been kee|ang, had the Moderattnr made it a " nne 
^ua non," that before he should descend from the 
rostium, he should " take off" one single argu- 
ment brought agtunst him by Dominus Opponens. 
It was really pitiable to witness the " strug^es of 
this poor student through Euclid." At the end 
of his Freshman's year, a few days prior to the 
General Examinations at Trinity, a friend oi mine 
who kept in rooms distant from Bis by . only m 
thin partition, was night afler night amused with 
the gentleman's self-examinations ? " Mr. S. (be 
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would apeak aloud though b^ himself), vili you 
have die goodness to go on at the iivty-seventb 
propoeition ?"— " Yes, Sir, ill endeavoui n to 
io," — " First state, Sir^ the Enunciation." — ; 
" Yes, Sir. If, upon each of the sides of a rigfat- 
sBgled triangle there be described a square, that 
which is described upon the side subtending tlie 
right-angle is equal to the other two."—*' Very 
well, indeed, Mr. S., but now give us the con- 
struction.'*— "Yes, Sir. Let ASC be a right- 
angled trimj^e, havnig the right angle BA C, the 
iquan deKribed upon the side BC is equal to 
the squares described upon the sides BJ, AC, 
On BC describe the s^are BDEC, and on BA, 
AC the squares GB, HC — upon my word, Sir, 
I Sag^ the next step, but let me consider"— 
(lotddng at the book in his hand, I Buppose}— 
" and through A draw AL perpendicular to DE 
— no, I mean parallel to BD m CE, add join 
AD, FC."-^" Very w«U agaii^ Sir. Now in 
the Demnutratien.*'— " Becanse each of the 
angles BAC, BAG, is a right angle, the two 
straight lines AC, AG, upon the opposite sides 
of AB, make with it at tlie pMut A the adjacent 
ai^lles equal to two right angles — I beg pardon, 
Sit—then because AC sud AG— I, I roust 
L S 
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ifohgitB, Sir — biit let me see — Oh ! this damned 
Euclid will kill me" (in an under tone of deep 
distress). The poor fellow thus went on through 
the whole demonstration, stumbling at every &esh 
syllogism, and then first apologizing to the 
inn^incd Examiner, and, alternately ending, with 
most piteous bewailings of his own . shallow braia 
and with'some dire denuiuaation at the un&tho^i- 
ableness of old Eudid*s. 

This man's loquacious habits, had ■ talked the 
worthy old gentleman, his father, into a firm con- 
viction, that the Senior Wranglership could onlybe 
withheld from his son through partiality, spite or 
malice ; and I am told, that is his conviction still, 
although, before he could pass the Senate House, 
he had been plucked as often as a Lincolnshiiie 
goose. After three several'plucks, the moderatoTBj 
out of sheer compassion, gave him bis degree, whidi 
b^ng his passport to the church, transferred his 
gabble to that establishment, of whi<di he has long 
been a most " Fc^ular Preacher."*

He mode great proficiency in classical leaniiiig 

natural vanity of man, is 10 thump themselves inlo some- 
Ihing eitraordinary. If yoo ask after one of these good 
and useful servants, a year or two after he has left college, 
nine times in ten the reply will be, " Oh, he is a Populat 
Preacher." la my day, and I suppose it remains in 
Statu quo, the terms Popuiar PreacAer and Dtace' irere 
terms nearly synonymous. I recdlect perfectly well these 

instances. " Well D n, what has become of your 

frieDd L. ? I hope the poor fellow has succeeded with the 
fiisbop better than he did in the Senate House." — " God 
bless you. Sir, he is now a very great man, preaching the 
gospel at York, to most numerous audiences. Thousands 
are after him revering even the hem of his garment. He 
is a Popular Preacher, Sir." — " No I you don't speak it!" 
— " Tia a fact ; by the Pope, I swear it. But what's the 
wonderment i Why he sallied forth from the Senate ' 
House, a first-rate Apostle." — " Aye, so he did." On 
another occasion, Mr, S. of Clare Hall, addressed me 

with, " What has become of your friend, D a of Clate ? 

Has he used iheSpoon to any purpose yet?" — "Yes,iDdeed 
has he. By dint of industry — diat labor tTnprobia which 
you and I so much lack — the young man has been ham.> 
mering it into them at Leicester, in the shape of gosfteliz- 
ing extemporaneously. He crams the sermons of others 
by heart, as he confessed to me, and thus humbugs the 
spinners into a belief of his holding forth under the inllu- 
eHce of direct inspiration. Notwithstanding, and neverthea 
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euiytBg off ail tlie medals and other {«icee for 
Gredc Odea, Epigrams, Sm., and yet Gtri¥e as he 
would, his head was of no use to him in the Mathe- 
matics. At his examination for B. A. the 
Mod^iitot, having pieviausly determined to give 
him his d^ree for his classical aequiiements, laid 
before him a small scrap of paper, and without 
requiring him to solve any particular qnestion, 
said, "I will thank you, Mr. B., to write out 
upon that piece of paper all the mathematics you 
know." The paper, being of greater superfices, 
thou^ not more superficial, perh^s, than B.'s 
In-atn, it neatly remaiDed a blank.

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, Another I knew giUed witk as n^orons an 
intellect ai any I ever fell in with, and yet as to 
the imaginative, inventive Gunilties, as barrm as tha 
deiert. No Latin ot Greek autht^ could escape 
the powei&l grasp of his understanding, and the 
intricaises even of Newt(»i were equally within hia 
reach. Nevertheless any thing original, whether in 
the ClasuGB or MathNDatics &oni him, were a for- 
lorn hope. This dearth of oii^al conception this 
man now attributes to the study of the mathematics, 
" which)" says he, [see ' Struggles of a Senior 
Wrangler,' in the London Magazine] " dries up 
the fountains of the imagination." So much for 
Solomon. 

I have been led into this long-winded digression 
to explain to such as know it not already, that 
&om mere conversation a man^s talents cannot 
possibly be duly ascertained. Innumerable are 

the literary impostors. Your Ir gs and 

Flet -rs will talk a man deaf, deluding even a 

Brougham into admiration of their Orations, but 
let their trashy raw nothingness once be committed 
to paper, and its true worth is speedily detected- 
People are in the halnt of excialmiog, " what a 
dever man ;" " how prodigiously learned," of 
quacks in sdence, as well as in the " LiteiK 
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Humaniores," who, were they to set to work n^oc 
a Cambridge ExamuiatJon paper, [such as will 
soon be picsented,) would verify full soon the . 
saying before said, " empty things are most noisy " 
Nothing very particular .occurred during the 
First Term beyond what has been already related. 
We were pretty regular at Lectures, Hall, and 
Chapel— St which nothing very notable occurred. 
For the Lectures I " crammed" to the uttermost, 
sddom seeking repose from my labours till three 
in the morning; so much collateral reading was 
necessary for the Greek play. Professor Monk 
perceiving my e^emess to distinguish myself^ 
backed my endeavours by kindly tendering his 
powerful assistance in every way possible. Such 
books as I could not procure from the libraries, I 
had from bis private selection. He gave me the 
run of his library, which in such books Jia 
Mitlbrd's Greece, the Travels of Anacharsis, imd 
other expensive and useful works, proved highly 
advantageous (o me. The Professor, moreova*, 
C(mfcired upon me a still greater favour in the loan 
of an extensive collection of Examination Papers, 
a treasure rarely to be had, because not purchase- 
able; which, di^laying the nature of the questions 
usually " set, "direct, by the nearest route, to aca- 
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demicBl distinctioiis. In short, both the Profeawa 
and Mr. Brown patronized me, and all others 
erindng the Eame enthuaiaatic ttmbltioD, with s 
kindness, and as it were feUow-feeling (their aiuH 
cess in ct^lege was doubtlesa the result of equal 
wergj) never to be forgotten. 

With r£^rd to the Hall, I found such abun- 
dance of good eheer, that, although no gourmand, 
strong must have been the temptation to hav£ 
seduced me into the culpability of an absence — save 
and except at supper. When vaj Fresh indeed, a 
good number of us used nightly to sup, to the 
immeasurable memment of a few Sophs, who 
attended merely thus to be amused, and to play 
off a few bricls uponus. A Mi. Law, was lawless 
enough in these funniments. Ho used to call 
himself to the Chair with a semi-comical sort of 
countenance, and deal around hia edicts as Chair-*' 
man, sometimes to the delight, but at other seasonl 
to the discomfiture, if not to the dismay, of thd 
rustic convivialiBta. At dinner it is customary, 
except at three of the tables, the Fellows', the 
Bachelors^ and the Scholars', to run off, even 
masticating the last mouthful. But this quee^ 
fellow, Iaw, persuaded the Freshmen of my year, 
that at supper, however might " vary". the sppef 
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tite or gullet of eatii • individnal, the time fix 
gna£jing it was ■ " cmubmt quantity.^ AfUr 
the &rce had been played off some three or fimr 
nights, we saw through the flimsy humbug, and 
" damned' it." 

Foi two whole mouths, haring been fbrewamed 
by the Ez>Fellaw of Clare Hall, and Northampton- 
shire magisftate befive alluded to, that the nirest 
read to prtRnotion lay through a regular attend- 
ance at Chapel, I never once was found wanting 
morning or evening at this muster-room. But, 
ihea discovmng the real object of the things 
greatly at variance with the ostensibl&^-I aban- 
doned the-project, clearly leeing it would avail 
me nothing at the £!xaminationa. On meeting 
this ante-diluvian adviser (his notions were barbar- 
ous enough ibr that date) soon after, on the lawn 
of King's College, the first shock I gave him, 
arose fiom the strings in front of my gown being 
untied; and the second, which caused uplifting 
of bands in despair, was an acknowledgment of 
these tdierrationB from Chapel. 

During this term, my time was so much ^ven 
to study, that little had I to spare for uther 
amusements or other occupations. My contempo- 
raries were most of them as profitably engaged, 
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or at least, those of Aem whose society I was 
desirous of, and Mnsequeiitljr I did not greatly 
extend the Aide of my acquaintance. Besides 
those to irliom I had introductions &om the 
tcm tt rj, a kw others one afler another diopt in 
from tome odd circumstance or other. The man 
of the " mmderfiil memory," already spoken o^ 
lodging in the same street, and therefore oA coming 
in contact to and fro Chapd, Lectures, and Hall, 
did, after many attempts, (the same being visible 
enough irom his sidelong glances), break in upon 
my musings with some weathcr-vise observation; 
vhicfa I responding to, a t£te ^ t&te commenced, 
so edifying and mutually agreeable that the turn 
up of the thing Was a " Tea and Tum-Out " at 
his rooms that very evening. A friendship thua 
begun, lasted for several years, and far as we sra 
apart, does still continue (for aught I know, or 
&el) with unabated fervency. Some intimacies 
also grew out of casualties at lectures, and othct 
places of public resort, la a word, amcngit so 
many youths equally claiming the rank of gentle- 
men, and unsophitticated as to the fbrmalitieg of 
after life, there is so little pride and ceremony that 
to them the old ptQverb 

" Paiei Giun pahbiu fscillime congtegantar." 
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the best tranalatiou of nhich is, 

"Birds of a feather 

With ease flock together," 
IE peculiarly applicable. 

At the close of the October Tenn, at it is 
called, we have public coDcerts, conducted usually 
in the 7own Hall, by the Professor of Music, 
severs! of the Prime Dona and Prima Donnas of 
tbe metropolis being present, as well aa first-rate 
iustnimentalistg. The day af^er these delectable 
and rational entertainments, Trinity gives a 
sploidid dinner to every member of the college, 
inviting a great number of the Noblemen and 
Fellows of other colleges ; as likewise such dis- 
tinguished visitors as happen then to be on a 
tour to this attractive retreat of the Muses. This 
gruid and sumptuous festival being ^ven in 
honour of those bene&ctors who, Sn the good of 
tJieir souls generally, bequeathed their estates for 
the good of the coll^, is denominated the Cou- 
UEMOBATioN.' In the morning of " The Com- 
memoration Day" is delivered at the chapel a 
sermon, the fag end of which is a list of the names 
of these bene&ctorg, and subsequently a declamation 
in English, upon some subject connected with the 
History of England, by him who has in the term 
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produced the best one, for which he recdves Dr. 
Hooper's prize of ten pouttds, shaped into a nlver 
gohlet, with a suitable inscription. Some other 
ceremonies having been performed, at the hour of 
three, the company begin mounting the semi- 
orcular rowi.of steps ascending to the skreens and 
hall, and presently afterwards, in obedience to .the 
agreeable summons of the bell, each guest is seen 
sbixmishing away to .lighten the groaning tables 
of the good things that oppress them. Turtle, 
and all other fishy delicacies, haunches and pasties 
of venison, aba^cn of beef, and all sorts .of such spe- 
cimens of baronial hospitality ; tarta and pufferies 
garnished and decorated with . all the device? 
a cookship* of two thousand per annum could de- 
vise, and " therefore," as the Johnian and Mathe- 
matical part of the University would say, fitted to 
dislodge the spleen even firom the most ascetic 
(Italics in writing "equal" emphatics in pro- 
iiunciation)j and syllabubs and trifles toweriiig 
.above the w^ghtier whipables or whipupdbles in 
light airy frothiness. The head tables-are richly for-

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mskei wA the coD^ plate,* ceniutmg of dishes 
of all kindi and dunensions, Cnreeiu, covers,' &c. 
acc^ with bonis, stoups, and flaggoas, " worthy 
de wield" <£ Gfig or M^og. These vasty 
TMsib, each named by some gigantic appeilatitKi, 
feeing to the margm with mb audit, go the 
cbenit of the tables, each roan lising, and with 
both hands iip]iftiiig to his lips, as in the days of 
ooT m^ty Jore&tlieiB. Thus leg^ we on the

The jDhDiou 
NoUemen are siaiilarly attired, with the exception of the 
celoDi ofthft rilk, which is doI pnrplebut white. 
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year consiBts usu&lly of &om six to ten men, who 
are bo much on a par, that the college deems 
them equally distiDguished, ananging theii names 
in the order of the alphabet only. Provided with 
dteee lists, the chapel-derk stands with his wand 
of ofBce, and in a loud voice first demands silence. 
All now rising to witness the approaching speO' 
tacle, the clerk pronounces the name of the 
Prise M»a first on the list, "Mr. A." Mr. 
A., quiting his seat, marches the length of the 
hall up to the Dean, who, taking the prize in his 
hands, addresees Mr. A. with, " In the name and 
, on the behalf of the college, Mr. A., I present 
you with these volumes, as a memorial of the 
honour you have dme yourself and the college, in 
the distinguished part you took at the last Qenerd 
Examination! On the next anniversary of tins' 
day, should, in the interim, your efibrts be con- 
tinued, the college will be proud thus publicly to 
repeat these acknowledgments. " Mr. B. is next 
called, and receives like campliments, .and. BO on. 
through the remuning " First-Class-Men." A 
kw other prizes for declamations, and for reading 
in chapel, are also publicly given on this occasion. 
During this interesting ceremony, so flattering 
to youthful ambition, and so wisely instituted by. 
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ttie Goll^ as a coDtinual spur to exertion, all is 
still as death.' The Prize-men tiiemselves are 
not the only persons afiected during their presenta- 
tioD. Others you see pale and quivering with as 
much agitation as the very youth upon whom, as 
a focus, all sight is directed— some, influenced by 
the anticipation nf like honours coming to their own 
lot — others dying with bitter disappointment— 
and many kindly sympathizing with the heroes of 
the day, and lauding internally the enlarged and 
liberal views of the college. Many a heart goes 
pit-a-pat at this exhibition. To complete the 
impression, there is raJy wanting the presence of 
the mothers that gave them suck. 

With the presentation end the festivities in the 
Hall. After a few draughts of the Audit, or a 
glass ot two more of the wines, which of course are 
found on every table, the company disperse, the 
great ones proceeding to the Cranbination-Toom, 
and the under-graduates forming into groups, 
thus splitting as it were the huge assemblage into 
a number of small parties for further entertainqient. 

The Hall thus cleared of the Gownsmen is to 
be the arena for a scene in more humUe life. 
The college servants of every description, on this 
" impottaot day,^ immediately set to upon the 
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fragments of the least, and doubtlesi the poor 
devils enjoy the aeamd-huid treat with a go&t 
. equal to that of theii hetters, and something more 
upioaiiously. Sudi quen scenes we may' suimiae 
occur during these -Satunialia, that it would be 
almoat woiih while, in order to witness and describe 
them) to assume for a month the vocation of a gyp> 

Other collies have their CommemoratiaD-day, 
but as they never did me the honour of an invi- 
tation, I must dedine saying aught about them, 
in praise or blame. They are sumptuous enough, 
no doubt, as far Bs they go, hut not to be named 
in the same century with that at Trinity. 

This day being over, as likewise the Term, the 
Christmas vacation commences. The students 
who wish to go home, apply for an " Exeat^ 
which is a paper si^ed by the Tutor, Master, and 
Dean. If the student have any Imponiionu on 
his hands, for " ignoranou or negligeneies," any 
one of these officers, by withholding his ugnature, 
prevents the completion and efficacy of this needful 
passport. Should all be right, he goes into the 
hall of the Master's lodge, and 4here enters his 
name in a Ledger-looking folio, and the date of hii 
Exeat. I was too far from home, and too fond 
of CoUf^ Life to think of a departure myself, and 
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sat down with as fixed a lesolution to stud^, u 
tboa^ it were Aill Term. I took time by the 
ibretodc in cramming the subjects announoed fat 
the Lectures of the next Term. I availed nj-self 
to the iull extent of the absence of so mauy men, 
in securing from the libraries (the books all *' go 
in" at the end of each Term) the best books 
explanatory of those subjects, there bong now less 
eompetidon for them. 

The Classical subject was the XXI Bo(^ of 
Livy, relatiag to the achievemeats of that Napo- 
leon of the ancients — Hannibal. The Matho* 
matical ene — the first part of Algebra, was to be 
read according to Wood's elegant little Treatise, 
For the former, I got Drackenborck's excellent 
Commentaries, Hooke's Romiin History, Polybius, 
and a number of other expouive works, more or 
lees connected with the text. The latter I read 
along with Ludlam's and Bri^^'s more elementary 
Treatises. Not having yet acquired any relish 
ibr the Mathematics, because ignorant of their 
leal importanee, I greatly selected them, bestow- 
ing nearly the whole of my time upon the Livy, 
or in practising versification tx prose composition. 
Thus used I to plod <m with the ancients, I may 
my, s<4e1y, nev» having mtered upon science, 
u 3 
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except as a task, until tbe commencem^t of the 
second year. I should be inclined to derive the 
term Soph iVom that (urcumstance, were it not a 
fact that many ^ through the University without 
ever coming to this saving knowledge. 

Hitherto had I remiuned in comlbitable lodg- 
ings in King's-street, incurring daily very consi- 
derable expense, but Sana a complication of 
disastere, the breaking of Sheath's bank, at 
Boston, in Lincolnshire, which produced a iailaie 
also to &ve or six others at the same place, losses 
at sea, and other unforeseen misfortunes, my 
Other's finances having become exhausted, I was 
obliged to retrench, and set about the thing in 
true earnest. I represented tQ the Tutor, Mr. 
Hudson, the deficiencies I anticipated, and re- 
quested him to procure me rooms gratis in the 
college. He kindly pointed out one set imme- 
diately over the clock, which firom its click-clack, 
and other disagreeables, bad not been " kept in" 
since the time of the famous Bishop of Llondaffj 
Dr. Watson. These were in such a state of 
dilapidation, there being no paper to the walls, 
no doors, and in short, nothing valuable but a few 
old retorts and other chymical engines, fennerly 
the property of that distinguished philosopher. 
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that 4he expeose of fitting them up anew would 
have : Ewallowed up my Temaining resources. I 
thenfore declined them. &lr. Hudson, however, 
did not here leave me,' but showed me a single 
loom ; ia a turret of the Great Court, called 
Merton-ball Comer, commonly styled Muttoii' 
hall Comer by the gyps and some other learned 
bodies. " If you can exist in so narrow a compass, 
this you can have," quoth Mr. H., leaving me, 
and at the same .time making it a " Hob8on''s 
choice,"* by telling me none other than the two I 
had seen were vacant, in the whole college. 
Dreary were my prospects out of college, and I 
therefore snapped at this only opportunity of 
" coming into Ciiilc^" The apartment was a

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regular Mathematical Polyhedroii, in stupe and 
feature closely resemblmg the cell of a bee, six 
being the numbei: of its sides, and six the number 
of its angles. It is no violent stretch of imagina- 
tion,' mareoTer, to suppose beei tbeio be in the 
wide compass of creation, whose cells are as capa- 
aons. What say you, for instance, to the honey- 
sippers of those big-bodies, Jupiter or the Geor- 
gium P But, " to business,'' saith the bee. 
Whether or no a bee did ever fill so large a man- 
sion, certain it is, that a bear has had that honour, 
seeing the identical domicile iu question was on a 
time the leddence of a " brother Bruin.'" I say 
" brother," not because I have any right or title 
to claim the gentleman as a relative myself, but 
merely that thereupon I may ground a conjecture, 
not the most improbable in the world, that the 
illustrious Lord Byron bad, for two reasons — the 
one arising Jrom their close resemblance hi dispo- 
sition, and the other iram theii more lAan fraternal 
afiection. When Lord Byron was at Trinity, he 
kept in rooms on this staircase, round which you 
might drive a coach and six, and had, moreover, the 
use of the small Hexagonal one in the tower. His 
lordship used to parade the streets accompanied 
by an immense bear, following him like s di>g, 
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which bear had the sole use of the apartment in 
the turret. Poor Bniin peeping out one day from- 
this letreat, bestowed go ardent an embrace upon 
a *' small College-man,^' that his lordship was 
conatrained, at the suggestion of the Tutw, to 
" cut" him. So attached, however, were this 
singular pair, that the whole power of the Tutor 
was scarcely able to divide them. 

Prior to taking possession of this tower, Mr. 
Pope being about to remove from Trinity to 
£mmanuel, by *' Baw-Distxant,^'* was desirous 
of taking my rooms in King-street, as being at a 
convenient ilistance from Emmanuel. Whilst I 
was preparing to quit, Mr. P. came and took up 
his residence with me. We dwelt in the same 
house for about a fortnight, during which time, 
many circumstances occurred, in which little acts of 
friendship could be exchanged to our mutual ad- 
vantage. Upon these, and a similarity of dispo- 
sition (I don't believe I shall ofiend him by this 
piece of' self-coin mend ation), yias grounded a 
fnendship that has never yet tottered for a moment,

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nor ever will. The Wy disagreements that arose 
between us were owing to his extravagance in Ma- 
thematical enthusiasm. When I used to be poring 
over the Greek or the Latin, Pope's eye, " in a 
fine phrensy rolling," would glance from such dull 
matter, and taking up Peacock's Conic Sections, 
&11 spouting them with the energy of a Pythoness. 
Thus interrupted by efiusions not as yet in the least 
palatable to me, I used first to remonstrate, and 
the next moment lall a laughing at his holiness's 
(so we called him) most unaccountable inspirations* 
At length, however, P. and I parting, to my 
tower I hied me, and there commenced a inost 
vigorous and uselul course of study, which I con- 
tinued for three or four months widiout interrup- 
tion. True, almost every day *f after .Hall," my 
friends diopt in one after another in such numbers 
that my tower was completely besi^ed by them; 
even to such an excess (if I may change the me- 
taphor), that many a time and oft have some de- 
parted, exclalmihg all the way down stairs, " An 
overflow. Sir— not even standing-room." After a 
good round of merriment, one source of which used 
to consist in making free with my musical instru- 
ments, of which I had several — one scraping the 
fiddle, another blowing the flute, &c. &&, each 
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and every one in a different tune, if in a tune at 
all, diis Babel-oichestra broke up of necessity, to 
go to chapel. On my return, with the door sported, 
the evening, like the morning, waswhoUy given to 
study. 

Thus employed, the vacation passed avay imper- 
ceptibly. By the time lectures re-commenced I 
was prepared at all points in the subjects to be 
descanted upon by Professor Monk, and had also 
made some pragress in Algebra. Bridge had 
somewhat facilitated the difficulties of this branch, 
but yet I was sadly deficient, and hardly skilful 
enough to ferret out the unknown quantity in a 
Simple Equation. Nothing occurred in either 
Lecture-room of very great moment. The Pro- 
fessor gave us excellent remarks upon Livy, and 
the same men took the lead in construing, that 
before shone conspicuously in the Play. The dis- 
tinction between *' Reading-men " and " Non- 
Rea^ing-men " began to manifest itself, as several 
of the latter class, consisting chiefly of Fellow-Com- 
moners, began to show symptoms of uneasiness and 
presently to absent themselves, even at the certainty 
of getting a reprimand, if not ah Imposition, or a 
putting-out of Sizings and Commons. Those who 
were looking forward to the honors to be conforted 
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on the Commemoratioii-dBy, were eageilif catehing 
every word, the momeDt it fell ftom the lips of the 
Lecturer, whilst the drones were either Ustlesdy 
dozing into a sort of a nap, or else employed in 
sketching the phiz of the Lecturer. In the 
Mathematical-room, the defaulters were, for obvious 
reasons, still more uumeious. Mr. Brown gave 
us dbily a number of neat questions for solution 
the day £>lIowing, and shewed great ingenuity in 
his inefiectnal endeavours to bring Jemmy Wood 
and the numerous family of the Thickheadti, to 
a better understanding. In the doctrine of propor- 
tions, a subject extremely embarrassing to these 
gentlemen, Mr. B. gave very numerous illustrations 
in order to shew that the things compared must be 
homogenous or of the same kind. One of these 
was, " Do I make myself perfectly understood, 
Mr. D.?" — " Not quite, Sir." — " 111 go over it 
again. You cannot state the terms of a propor- 
tion thus, ' Ten pounds of sugar, are to twenty 
pounds of beef, as ten gallons of rum, to twenty 
gallons of ox-t^ soup.' No Sir, as reasonable 
would it be, lor you to send your servant for your 
hoise, into a field containing nothing but sheep. 
The terms must all be of one denomination. Do 
you now comprehend me, Mr. D.?"— •* I think I 
do. Sir." — " Very good.'' 
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tn this term a friend from the countiy icat hk 
s euro of money, with a request that it should 
provide me with a private-tutor." Thereupon I 
waited upon the very best in the college, as was 
- evident irom the number he used yearly to drill 
into Fifst-CIass-Men — Mr. Brass. I represented 
to him my circumstances, acquainting him with 
the liberality of the gentleman alluded to, but Mr. 
Brass, although his pupillizing hours were idl 
occupied, insisted upon stealing one more

of attendance, was to be from six in the morning, 
till seven — the hour of Chapel. Shivering with 
the cold every morning, was I visible to the few 
then on the peep, ciossing over to this worthy

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Fellow's rooms id the Great Court. !□ bed I 
generally found him, but the moment I made my 
entrance, the outer door being always open for my 
admigsioD, out he would jump, with the most 
cheerful alacrity,, and commence his invatuable 
instracUona, without even waiting to put on hose, 
or unmentionables. He woidd first set me going 
by "writing out" an elegant demonstration of 
some important proposition in algebra, such as 
Ifewton's BiniHnial Theorem for instance. Having 
thus trimmed up some rough awkward process, he 
would next dress himself; occaEionally, however, 
breaking forth from the bed-room, to know whether 
I *' stuck." This being pretty often the case, his 
interruptions were not few. His choler would 
sometimes rise at my stupidity, but it speedily 
evaporated through the long-used vent-hole, *' God 
bless me, the man.'' By the bye, Mr. Reader, if 
you should ever accustom yourself to tuition in 
the abstract sciences, unless you happen to be Job 
himself (and I don't think that likely), you will 
find it necessary to adopt some such other venti- 
lator. But, as I lefV Mr. Brass at his toilet, be 
is by this time, I suppose, fully c^aiisoned. At 
it we used to go when together at the taUe with 
" the speed of thought " — that is as fast as my 
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understancUng would carry me. Many were the 
good things I received from him, " written out," 
in the clearest intelligible style possible, which, 
being unwilling that such generous high-minded 
conduct on the part of Mr. ^rass should tail 
upon .me solely, as regularly as I received Mb 
tit^bits, so often, did 2 " cram " them into the man. 
with the wonderfid memory. 

I cannot let slip this opportunity of relating 
another anecdote of this excellent and clever man. 
Whenever, during his college convivialities, he by 
chance got a little disguised (which was not 
oftener than once or twice a Terra that I tnow of), 
roaming about the grass-plots he would "let the 
soft out," avowing most frankly his condition at 
Richmond, in Yorkshire, and concluding with a 
magiuficent eulogium upon " Old Trinity," for 
having given him Honours, a Scholarship, and 
Fellowship, and for being the only institution in 
the world, where true learning is of no country, 
rank, or condition. 

A Mr.. Buxton, whom we used to call Jedediah, 
in allusion to the celebrated person so called, was 
now about to quit his rooms in the cloisters. These 
I applied fill, and leaving my little round-house, 
which I forsook, Bierely . because it consisted of 
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but one apartment for the Mveral purposea of gyp* 
room, parlour, imriag-mnn, and bed-room, I 
migrated to the first stair-case in the lij^t hand 
Cloiato- of Neville's Cpnrt. These rooms, altbovf^ 
small, were a palace compaied with the tofrer I 
had just abandoned. Although not so lofty also 
as that yerjf elevated structure, &om them I hid 
much more extensive and agreeaUe proqiectB. 
Wide open to my view lay the walks of St. 
John's and Trinity, the Cam winding ita deviooa 
way down to Ely ; in the distance that vast Tu- 
mulus of the Romans called Castle Hill ; and dose 
under my window, the Master's gardens and the 
Fellows' bowling-green. Many hours of pleasur- 
able recreation have I and my friends bewildered 
over these scenes. The sweet and ever amiable 
daughters of Dr. Mangel, bishop of Bristol, and 
Master of the College, in their playful and kmb- 
Gke antics, whilst meandering the beautiM shnib- 
beries of the garden — their ^feetiMiata fbndlkig 
with the fine venerable old widower, I oh muaad 
upon, with feelings of exquisite sympathyy deluding 
m^lf even into die reverie of being an actual 
participator of theit diegant and tender aid«ar- 
ments. Miss Fanny's tricks and faAtasies woe, 
like herself, strikicgly pretty aad bewiteiiisg. Ib 
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these apaitmentB, I had, indeed, not only the 
friendship of toy deax defunct authors, and mj 
ftllow-students, but, moreOTer, what many of the 
latter would hgve given worlds for, the society, ta 
it were, of the fairer part of one of the most hirely 
and interesting fiuiulies in the kingdom. The 
greatest drawbaek to college-life, ii this Uck of the 
■ociety of Tirtuous females. 

With prospects like these continually before me^ 
I sought the still Ixighter ones in the lands of 
Kteraiyfame. I studied intensely ; seldom accepted 
iDvitations to dine, wine, or sup ; and was pretty 
regular in all my coll^ duties. The consequence of 
all which, was so satisfactory a progress in my pre- 
parations for the June Examination, as pleasingly 
to remind me of the Commemoration-day. These 
exertions had also another satisfactory result. They 
attracted the notice, and secured the patronage of 
many eminent and worthy members of the college. 
TheVice-Master,Dr.R»iQuard,honouredme with 
bis friendly approbation, and shewed substantial 
proofe of it, in procuring me an annual exhihitimi, 
appropriated to students from the Grommar- 
School at which I had been last educated. This 
having been unclaimed for some years, I bad a 
good round sum placed in the three per cents, to

TGcave Iminediatdy.* Mr. Sharpe also did me ths 
signal service of procuring from a wealthy anony- 
mous IHend of his (I half suspect it came direct 
&om himself), an annuity during my undergra- 
duateship, of thirty pounds, and also introdui^ 
me to some worthy and clever men. Tutors and - 
Lectureraof othercoU^es, from whose Icindncssaad 
ftffiibility, in allowing me the run of theii librarie& 
and tutorial MSS. I derived much valuable assis- 
tance. This gentleman is, of all the persons I 
have had to do with in the stru^les of life, the 
most amiable in private— the most' conscientious in 

* I did not then sell out, but waited until the long 
vacation, when, being in Loodon, and meeting the Doctor 
at Hutton's great sale of mathematical books, we trudged 
away to a broker's for that purpose. On the road I had 
much divertisemeot and instnictton from this singulai 
character. Falling in with two or three thousand charity 
children going to St. Paul's, it so embarrassed sod amused 
the' worthy old toddler, that my risible nerves were 
constantly in action. He also look me to several emi- 
nent individuals, amongst whom was Dolland in St. 
Paul's Church-yard, advising me, should I ever become a 
siar-gaier to purchase my telescopes of him — toid me 
many anecdotes of the great inventor of the Achromatic 
glasses, &c., one of which was connected with the place 
where he breeds his spiders to spin out for him the threads 
tlividiog the lenses of his instruments.

also did me much kind swvice. In a word, I dis^ 
covered very shortly the important truth, that ifn 
mm exhibit a strong desire to distitiguiik ktrntelf, 
and an inteUect vigorous enough to mtder Ati 
exertiofts available, then is scarcely/ a Fellow of 
Trinity who teitl not hold otU a helpitig hand—r 
icho will not strive hard to make him one of them. 

Pleasant and retired as ner^ these aportm^ts, 
and unremitting as were my studies, a moBth oi 
two had elapsed ero I was perfectly at my ease. 
A F^low-Commoner in the rooms below, having, 
or being unwilling to have, no better occupatiot^, 
from mom till midpight, amused himself, ' but 
greatly nuEamused others, in scraping his initiations 
on the violoncello. Whenever engaged upon ^ 
light, ffiiy subject, I heeded not hie screech-owl- 
ings ; but the momei|t a perplexity arose, requiring 
the enei^es of the mind united, then, indeedj 
losing sight of theimpotency of my own reasoning 
iacolties, and listening to every groan of the 
instruDient, I pronounced it an intolerable nuisance. 
To remove it I deviaed several expedients. I teiit

At Imgth a 
light coining across me that his ohiouifiy held 
communicatiiHi widi mine, ^nd the &ct being 
cleailj ascertained, vhenevei be fell a scraping, I 
used to 'Stuff the head of an old broom into the 
bole, ther^y putting an €nd to the said communi- 
eatioD and sending baek the smoke from whence it 
eatne. This having no other vent, speedily " spoilt 
his fiddling," obliging him first, to open windows, 
and presently afterwards to ran out with cap and 
gown to other men's rooms. The storage f^ 
■mbke and muaic being repeated whenever the 
renewal of the latter wa| attempted, the empty- 
bottle soon got other quarters, (Uiinkiog, do doubt, 
the place was haunted,) and I a, battier neighbour. 
By this time, the society I had tbrmed wag 
becoming latber too numerous to be useful. I bad 
good-naturedly admitted into my coterie gay non^

The gay-men not only ruin thcraselves 
and their parents, but are indirectly the cause cf 
it to (hose, in nuuiy instances, who, but fbr them, 
would never diverge from the way towe^th, fame, 
and happiness. Oa one occasion, only, during the 
first thrae Terms, was I aedveed into any irregu- 
laribf . Calling (me day, upon that gay, disnpated

at bia roomft at tdd Newby\ Thonas having just , 
reeeiTed sane hampers of wme from his papa, 
insisted on oar eracking a l»ottle by way of a 
t«m^. Bat being unseasoned to libation? so 
potent, the first bottle so raueh worked upward^ 
deran^ng that rudder of the man, reason, thitt t 
lost all power of resistance, the willed f^ow 
pomiug Ae wine into me ad libitwnt. 

Without going into a detail of the consetjoeneex, 
which, as Jemmy Wood once Sud of a certain 
(^gTceuifepteseripttOBimade btm' by his friend, Sfr 
Isaac fennington, were "beaatly," I shall "cut" 
the safajeet, by saying, sui^ murderenrof time and

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health, feu a long time afterwards, I shuDoed as 
I woold an assassin. 

The Eoci^^. I now cultivated was woitfa the 
trouble. A community of feelmgs and prospects 
produced in many instances the strongest at tach- 
menla, especially between those whose interests 
would not directly -clash. At table, at Lectures* 
and at. Chapel,; wherever, we assembled, the one 
had always something diverting or instructive to 
telltheother. Thusbymixingwith ether labourers ' 
in the field of science, or literature, you. avail 
yourself' even of their industry. You beoome one 
of a joint-stock- company, (net such as the projected 
cockney cdlege promises, to be, wfaerek the social 
meetings here spoken of can never take place,} but 
calculated to produce to each individual compoBing 
it, just as many times the treasure he alone could 
gather, as there are members. This condensation 
of time, labour, and intellect, must necessarily 
result to societies friendly and cmnmunicative, 
thus constituted. On this plan was mine formed, 
and such to me were the consequences. We 
formed, as it were, ao atmosphere of knowledge, 
giving li^tb' and strength to the mind of every, 
ane„ breathing lireely of it. The " gay-men," even^ 
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Aevet Btuibble iipon it without being mentally 
invigorated. The cempaoy of wfiich I vas amem- 
iMr, although now scattered sbtoad throughout the 
liDgdom — one half-way to a iRshoprick— ^Botfaet 
on the road to succeed the lord chancellor, and so 
on — for aoonsiderable time, proceeded very prespef- 
^usly, and ultimately separated only with the view 
of ciicHlsting their treasures throughout the 
empire. 

' On some few occasions, about this time, (rare 
fionour for '* a man of my statiding^' wasit), I was by 
Mr. Peacock introduced to parties consisting of 
Fellows of the college. Every wordspokenby them 
was eagerly listened to on my part, and of coarse 
X obtruded nothing from my own head, then com- 
parativdy empty. As on this occasion, so through* 
out my life, I bave always had a stTonget Ibve of 
learning than of teaching. With merely one friend 
I can talk as much as he,' bb he who he may ; but 
bring me into contact with more, and you may 
open my cars indeed, but dose my lips. I have 
«ver entertained the idea, that If you have any 
thing vduable to communicate, you need not be 
snxious'to spout it in company, except the conver- 
sation wonldflag without it— but publish it. The 
conversation' of the Fellows of Trinity, known to 
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be the most leatned haiy of mea, taken eolkctivel^, 
in tbe verld, ia pteeisel^ of this dasa, and they 
would do the pubiie mi»t agaei Berviee were they 
(^tenn to go to press with their knowledge. This 
is not to be expected, however, it being Bomething 
of a phenomenon to see indipendtiU literati turn- 
ing frota the luxury of ' learning to the drudgery 
of scribbling. 

This second Term having elapsed, the Eastq: 
vacation commeDoed, whieh, however, proved no 
holiday for me. Still bent upon being soioe- 
body, the way thereunto through First-Claseea, 
Scholarships, and Fellowships, being clearly wide 
open to toe, my only delight consisted in reading 
all the books that could, in the slightest d^ree^ 
perform -the office of a guide. I read; 1 caavnsed 
with my seniors; I IxHTowed their books and th«i 
MS9. ; in short, I gleaned knowledge from every 
field I cotild get at, in some of whieh had been 
let fall many a handful. Brighter and WightM 
still grew my prospects, my triends mcresung both 
in number and means Xo serve me, e& that tbo in- 
ducements to remain in college during the vaoatiim 
greatly prepondeiaied over my desire to visit my 
ftiends in the ooimtry. I just ran up t» town) 
indeed, to ge^ cash out of tiie funds^ aa I hone aU 
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ceed^ intimated, but London, wkh all ito wmiden, 
containing for one man of learning ten thousand 
ignoiamuGeB, and these " needles in a bottle of 
bay*' rather uncomeatable, I soon tnmed mjr back 
npon it &i Candiridge. Quickly as run Ha 
Cambridge cdacbes, so eagerly mnt my thoughu 
towards my snug retreat in tlie Cloisters of Trinity, 
that the Fly was bat a snail in my imagination. 

This Tacation being for only a fortnight, very 
tew men " went down." The oonsequence lA 
which, to me, was conndraable inconvenioiee as 
to books from the Libraries. At the hour of 
ten, on the first day of the opening of Trinity 
Libruy, I found the entrance in the Cloistas 
beset by an ocean of pale countenances undulating 
to and fro with each succeeding dTort to get fore- 
most. Immediately the doors flew open in rushed 
the torrent, fifty perhaps wanting the same Idea- 
tieal bode.. Such was the eagerness displayed by 
aU, that some tripped up in ascending the lofty 
aturs, others stumbled over them, caps and gowns 
fiying in most iirererent unaoademical confusion. 
*' But necessity haa no law," and " cares not a fig 
for fine leathers." Books many wanted I, but 
being short-l^ged and weak-muscled, brought up 
jiist in time to meet thvea on their way out of the: 
Library. 
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A sad drawbodc was this likelj Ui be. Tbd 
subjects' for Lectures in the Third Tmn^ wers 
the Eighth IVTuse bf Herodotus^ and Plane Trigo- 
nometry. Woodhouse's eiceUent book on Tiigo^ 
Bdmetry, although a compilation frbm the French 
authors, and the first of the '' New System" in-* 
trodu'ced by this distinguished Mathematician, I 
f\ac}uaeijvtihuiitk Tor a few shillings. But long 
as I mused with Thalia, as to the expense of 
forming an intimate acquaintance with her, the 
jade made me " down on the nail," aye, twenty good 
^nnds and upwards-. Ldrcher'a Connitentary was 
indispehsably necessary, as containing so much 
Valuable' cri'tiusinj and more valuable dissertation' 
on the geography of the places, and chronology of 
the events described by this Father of History. 
But so devoted was ray mind, and consequently 
Iny ^urae, to tbe thing, that every work likely to 
aid me was at all hazards eithn bought or 
borrdwed. Pfcfessor Monk lent his assistance 
with his usual politeness, and I was also indebted 
to some others,' although in a less degree. 

Well, Lectures again commence, and proceed 
much as before. The weather being fine, and the 
spring somewhat advanced, m'augre " Imposi' 
Uaaa" '* Puttings out of Sinnga and' Commons^' 
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(by the way, the latter, is a term not ofV to be prcH 
nounccd in hot, weather), the lousgera of the Lec- 
ture-Tooiiu,.iiiore particularly those of the Mather 
matical, do present but s scantling of a muster. 
Some are off. to Newmarket, i-la-tandem; others 
are biuroudiiDg to Bury, Huntingdon, or Col- 
diester, tohi<^ up arow at theball; athird party 
hsvo trundled away to Chesterton* to learn the 
practical science ef billiards; a finirth gonea 



'* A beanlifiil rotoantic Tillage about two miles 
tram Cambridge, on the banks of tbe Cam, It bCing 
just out of tbejuriidictioD of the [/niteiaity, billiard 
tables, which ace permitted in the limits to the M. A. 
class only, are here set up for the use of the junior orders 
of Gownsmen. At Oxford there ate no such foolish re- 
strictiona. There are tables all over the town, the only 
control exercised over them b; tbe University, being to 
bare them dosed like Christ Church, nhen " tbey hear 
tbe Mightj Tom."

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"boating" to Cberr^ Hinton, Fen Dttton, m 

Grantcheater, there to " <wiDg on s gate all day 
and eat &t bacon* with the dodpoles, until, kissiDg 
the pretty rustic maidens, their sweetheaita go 
seat to skewtir them with the pitchfbrts, and 
aetualfy breab their knowledge-boxes;* and, to 
come nearer home, a fifUi ondiecing on Parker's 
Piece, or racketing away in the Tennis Court. 
The BOOH of indolence being thus engaged, tha 
Lecture-rooms are refined &om the dross — from 
tbe empty bottles — ^from " the skim and refuge," 
as I may say with Tabitha, of the coU^e, and 
there now remain but sterling men of metal. 

Without troubling the reader with Trigono- 
metry, by showing him how to measure the alti< 
tude of St. Paul's at the distance pf twenty miles 
from it— how to get at the d^tb of a well without 
aouading it->to ascertain the breadth of a river 
whilst musing along one of its maigins, suffice it 
to say, Mr. Brown convinced us that the processes

The LeetuTci had proceeded but a short tim^ 
when a fever breaking out at St. John's and Jesus, 
threw the whole UniTenitj into a sweat, and 
after two or ^tree Gownsmen bad gone ah/i, the 
pnrentB of the rest fell mto such a fluster as threw 
the whole kingdom into a fennentation. Letters 
bjr loads reached the tutors of dl colleges, instantly 
demanding, alive or dead, the restoration of their 
■Spring ; when tbc Caput laying their heads in 
full conclave together, those of the feeulty einn 
to the wise condnsion, that the cmtagioa was 
neither the diiek-pox, small-pox, or the un-' 
t^oxnv fever, hut one escalated at the same time 
to devastate the colleges and their own particnlat 
podcets. Whereupcma" Grace passed," complying 
with the demands from the country. Down flew 
the Gownsmen, nine^-nine in a hundred, of all 
ranks and ages, with more feverish precipitation 
than Newton* from the plague.

" frightened than hurt,"^ Hnd'that in sb large a 
body of youths, many of whom indulging in every 
excess, might have greatly impaired their unes- 
ublished constitutions, it appeared nothing extia- 
mdinaiy that two at the . same' time shonld be 
fiMind " diseased." I'wonld not budge an indi, 
although seriously reinouEitrated with by the 
Tutor for my obstinacy. A fiiw odierg entatuned 
the 'same views -of therfalse alarm, and we yet 
mustered a society, on a small-scale indeed,' but 
yet very select we' opined, seeing that we had seen 
through the kg, or, at all events, were bold 
eiMKigh to'encouuterit.: The snobs' were unani- 
mously ot the same opinion, "it being as how" 
thc^ would lose by the Grace some thousands per 
diem. Many of them,* amongst whom' was the 
most knowing of them all — Newby, our chapel 
clerk— asserted in direct ternui, that .although 
the Gownsmen certainly ' died, yet the " Cam- 
cording to which every , particle of matter gravitates 
towaidi every other paitide. It drove Newion down 
into Lincolnghire, under an apple-tree, where the fall of 
an apple, (probably like the tortoise on the head of 
£chylui,giTiDghim acrack on the pate,) set it to wbrk 
to divi&e-the cause of such an efiecL 
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bridge Fever" vas got up bj a knot of gxy men, 
■0 inextricably involved in . eyeiy way wtjti the 
authorltieo, itbat had not the vhole Univenity 
been Kuiticated^.they themselves must have been 
Expelled. <- Be this ss it may, the result to the 
tradesmen was deplorable enough. The whole, 
town being dependent ' entirely upon ,the Gown, 
bankruptdes were frequent for some time afW-> 
wards. < . 

The ills resulting from " TheFever" totbe town, 
vae perhaps not more serious than to the Univei-. 
fflty. Although the.few students that remuned di^ 
played heroism .enough in the cause of literature, to 
stand the risk of a p(»sible attack from the fever, 
yet were. tb^y not sq firm and. united against a 
more dangerovks and potent enemy. Indolence. 
Having no. June Examination, during this, year, 
toprepare for— honours and prizes baving vanished 
from before them, not, entirely, but yet into the 
dim distance of more than a twelvemonth — all of 
us became by degrees as united in laziness, as WQ 
priorly bad been in industry. 

During ^e first week or fortnight after the 
dissolution, we pioceeded nearly as usual, from the 
iDomeDtum the great bodies had acquired, (as a 
Afftthematidan would, and as any other person 
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vDvU, if he cotiU— sftv) but thee we^uun bv 
tiiiiig sn liring nnind the subuibs — we must 
ODomcBeo a jntKaenRding of tbe«ti«el8 tobegued 
at Igr die fiiii «aes, who were bow te cuke the 
most of the few of lu yet remaibing to them tt 
did the Boman bMlies on a stmikr emergenej— 
and, finall}', the senmading aystem must have a 
btgiDiiiBg. To thi«e leepectablish &mil(M, I and 
my friend, the man with the wonderful memmy, 
oontrivei to iuEoduce ourwlret, and in thdr 
society beguUed away much valuable time, one 
evening going to tea — uiotiheT to tea and sand' 
wiche»— another to tea, Bandwiches, and quadrilles 
— ^another to tea, suidwichea, quadrilles, and 
Weakiaet— another to tea, sandwiches, quadrilles, 
bteaUwt, and dmner, and bo on ; it being lathw 
adviie^le to enter oidlege before tw^ve, or lo stay 
Mt 1^ mght, bribing the bed-maker next noming 
not to peach. The gates dosed every night at 
ten, but nevertheless we might remain out up to 
twelve on payment of a small fine, which was 
levied in the weekly biHs. After twdve, all 
comers-in were put down by " David, the porter" 
(perhaps it's now " Solomon^ the porter"), into 
the black-bo^, which leads to a remonstrance— 
es, to an Impoeitton. Into this TcAnme I

sever entered. M; friend wUh the wmderfiU 
memory having bIb9 boim knack at invention, dis- 
ootered, after « time, that there was o8e hole 
amongst the hundred in the grated windinn 
under the library, looking out to the river and tlie 
valks, that was about a square inch larger than 
th« otbere. Like all wise {thilesopherB, he act 
^ut making the most of his discovery. One 
«4ght throe of ui having been viaiting tiU four, 
and not relishing any more of it, and much leu 
the risk of an entry into the ledger at the porter's 
lodge, M. conducted us round to the back of the 
valks which wefirst invaded, climbing over the lofty 
irMi gates at the entrance of thelong avenue of limea 
leading to the bridge, and having arrived at tbeother 
side of the said identical hole (if a hole can be said to 
have two sidtt-— a Ene subject lor the ichooli and 
Metapbyiicians tb^)> he ctHnmenoed afirst attempt 
to innnuate hinwelf through it.

This sort of insanitjr was continued, with ■ bat :

tween the Fever snd the end of the Long Vacation 
in October. About the twentieth of that mimth,. 
the coaches from all puts were . bringing back to 
us the qM laces the^ had run off with- in such a , 
fiight, and also some hundreds of . new . ones, . the : 
property of as many Freshmen, all gazing as.th^' 
entered, with much the like ■ simjJe wondenneDt,^ 
I perc^ved, that I mysdf bad exhibited- to, tho 
antuement of the Seniors, just . that . day twelve- 
month. Some.Tarieties there were in the blunders 
(^ the Freshmen, but not many worth . relating. 
Two sucking Jobnisns (brotheis, God bless them !)

For Ute JdatheiBatical department, I 
fapugfat Wood ; and the libcatiea ftiniUhed me 
with f aikinsQn, Gi^iy, end some (rtheiE. Mr. 
QrB«B> eifcelleat leosona, and the sur|»isiBg 
powecB and uBes of Trigonometiy, had given me, 
by tbia time, a mogt decided prefexenee. to the 
study of tho srienoe^. I thraefiire lud hold of aH 
the hooks likely to cmitaiii any portint of their 
boimdIflGS tnasures. To coo^lete mysdf in the 
Fii«t Fart of AlgcJna, in which I now saw my 
dsficieiKnes, I purchased Blaod, and some othen, 
Wo^dhouse in Tiigonometry, was all complete in 
himsd£ Bridge's Mechanics £}r Problems I also 
looked over, along with Wood's more scientifiG 
amtngoiReDt of die wlgect.

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oompantivdj ipeaking, he ns neglected. The 
doctrines of equilibrium and force, I cauld foresee^' 
would lead, if properljr pursued, to such interesting 
and ample residti, that mysoul wasireaned in a mea- - 
rore firom the«ne study to the other. Tbemwel 
read in Mathematics the more I rioted in the ' 
Ismry of tbem, and ceuld now bear a part with' 
my friend Pope, in any fiesh ecstatics he might 
have exhibited, even in that dullest (because of its 
great difficulty in oomparison with its U8es)i of all 
the Branches — Conic Sections. 

Pope, indeed, and myself had many a BCiendGc 
t£te-a-t€te at this time — but it was generally in 
the " working of Problems," for which exereise,' 
it being highly agreeable to one's feelings to be 
able to do something more than merely read and 
understand the doings of others, I - always have- 
dierisbed a particular fondness. I Mt, and know 
it for a truth, that without much exertion of' this ^ 
kind, depending munly upon one's own intellectual' 
Ksources, a subject can never be thoroughly probed 
to the bottom. A thousand ideas spring up in;- 
the mmd, at you thus put it into action, which an- 
author cranot even suggest, so ss to compress, his' 
natter into soy reasonable compass.

. -cuiac^,. and yet, unless this same penon has him- 
lelf laboured at compodtiona, a thousand beautiea

' Madame. Catalani, with all her wonderful execu- 
tim and taste, sings no Sne.pieceof mudc, ,in 
.which numerous traits, of original conception , are 
not beyond the power. of her penetration. Shc^ 

. and allj other syieus who merely warUe die com- 
poutioBs of othoigj may not inaptly be likened 
imttr a cremona fiddle, which has many: a fine tune 
initibiit then who .can bring them outP Why 
the composer, and the compcaer only. . Just so is 
it with the whcJe round ,of the soences, and in an 
cqtecial d^ree do these remarks apply to the most 
.intricate < of . them — the Mathematics. I have 
known many instances wherein. men of sound un- 

..d^rstandings,,af^ lesraing, so as.to '^ wnte out"

Those 4bo hare ic«n, heard, ftU, «Mrit, uid 
MH«t fa wA ■ -da t ii, nude AM of tbeit Mdse*, 
have usuaUjr sottething to ny tat themsdvet, ^ 
Hot^ oM«r«. Wbenerer it ooottrs to nu tliAt I 
can digress from my tiuratiTe for tbe babeflt of 
Ay reader, I shall take tliat liberty. 

The Leetuna this term were still mne titii^ 
attraded than ever, althoni^ there yet retRuned « 
good sprinkling of the Reading Men. Th* tiaet- 
Rading Men now appeared t« bare rendered thek 
presrace a sort of Ibrlom hope with the LectUKen, 
lor ImpoiidoiiB had become much leM liteqtfeiit 
tfian fbmerly. But we eonU do tt wdl wi^aM 
as with them—" ton bene tine ^lum etm^" M

I was too' wdl ediployed now to rda]^ into die 
indolent fixderies of the L<mg Vaoatioa, b«t yet 
Iny exerti(»n had daodlt idaxod frou the nvetity 
of my Freshman's Year. Soch difeeipline mi, i* 
bet, too rigid for the health of body and mind lt«g 
to last. Late hoiin and little exMCise (I oodM 
never walk oat, merely for walkiog's-s^, not mm 
with a firited) had ihaken my nneB to mch a 
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clegUBe, tint they mtm tnaibbf •fiotad. I HHr 
nude op taj mind, if poouble, ts mtioa diem to 
tbeir fivmer fame, l^ keeping better hwui, and b^ 
iwt studying more thm «ght hnn • day open 
on atxnjge, and kfipt my rewdution, vith « few 
deviations. 

In the Second Yetr «5di man hss to Mmpote 
two DedametiooSt one in Latin, and the otb«r,ui 
English, uptm some luatoiical aubgeet general^ ; 
but, oceauo&ally, in the other bran^ws of jioUte 
literature. This he has t» ddiv<x a fortnight 
afterraids in the tdiqiel, immediately after Evening 
Prayeft, befine the "Oem, Head>I«ctarei,* and all 
audi others as ha^en to be pneen^ and agaiw 
an opponent ri^t t^osite- It is vsiudly oiKiq- 
doed a bore, this Declaiming, not only to the 
Dedaimer himself but also to the nsBicnaB 
audience — the fimnat teUiiying the same by eithar 
^Uing it over like a gooae, if he lumpen to he 
in nave, or ejse bungling aws^ as (se affiioted 
with the pa% — utd the lattor ariacuig t^r iq- 
{MticQCe to be ;^, by stamping ^heaf like so QUiBjr 
faonee. Now and Utm. indeed, m havfl a Thd- 

* An elBeat wlio ■apcriuleBds, MgcOm with tkeSiA- 
Uetaier a^ fBor £niBiM«,4t« GtMiKl SnwHltoiis^ 
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wdl, a Sbwidan, or aame other sptoutof anoWor, 
who Btrsiiis haxA fin & beerii^, bat there's little 
or no retpect fitr evta these wotdy personi, sAer 
the flnt ten minutM. The Reading Men are 
gmentlly much annoyed at the interruption in 
their studies caused bj these DedanutionB, and 
the Non-t««dtng Men, pora ^Ibira ! aie generallv 
W incompetent themselTea to write, that ihej bu^, 
beg, or borroir, the ideas of oUters. By than the 
vulgar laying," " What will you take finr yont 
ihou^ts ?" is not only often said, but said in 
earnest. The &r-&med Jemmy Gordon (who was 
really an extraordinary character, and had been* 
prioT to his love^nossinga, possessed of fine' abili- 
ties); for many years handsomely subsisted upon 
such applications. Now, as at sdiool, those that 
•Kdtk are obliged to aid those that will not work. 
Many an extra-hour have I Upended in these 
services. On one occasion, I recollect, an old 
sdiool-fellow d* Jesus having just aiix^ped away 
his name Ga '* House and Land," and thereupon 
lescived ' (disregarding the old Frovrab), to cut 
** Learliing," craved my assistance. I gave him 
an off-hand sort of thing, which, however, at that 
small college,' unluckily boie away the prise. I 
•ay unluckily, l3ccauBe it led to.an expasatet^'tka 
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BjtteUt, as well aa'tbe' &et, that the Jeniits wen 
-to lazy and riotous, as Qeror to compose themtelTca. 
Well, but this is not all. My friend having at- 
tained ' this honour, as unexpected b;^ him as 
would have been a visit from his benefiuitor to 
get back bis name and tttatti again, was sent for 
by the Dean of bis college, who' began loading 
MrJ B. (fbnnerly Mr. S.) with a profusion of the 
customary eompliments. But Mi. B., being- an. 
honest man, and wanting neithcx &me nor money, 
told a true story. The Dean suppressed his 
eulogiums, and having delivered himself of a repn- . 
mand, sent for the gentleman who stood next in 
theliBt. There the wortby Dean met with the 
same ludicrous disappointment, on being inibimed 
that Mr. Waddington, of Trinity, had stood the 
next gentleman's friend on the emergency. 
'Whereupon, not choosing further to go in exposing 
the degeneracy of these modern Jesuits, he sent 
the prize to the county gaol. 

Altliougb I occasionally thus " lifted the lame 
dog'over the styl^" in the Declamation way, yet 
BO' averse was I to the whole system, that the 
Than and Tutor could neither of them prevail 
upon me to spout oae. I represented to them the 
derangement it would throw into my reading 
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et — liav SkT 1 ^ould thus recede in my pro- 
pantioDs fbi the eosuuig exuniiutioD, and so on, 
until they yielded, at lait, from the downri^t 
reaoonableneai of the thing. 

In addition to the arguments used on this occft- 
aion, many others, which then I declined u^ing 
for obvious reacooa, continually occuired to me. 
I could not divest myself of a contempt for the 
speechifications of a parcel of youths, as yet having 
nothing to talk ahont. What ant of an oraboo 
must that he, thought I, which a ladlike myself, pos- 
sessed of some crude knowledge, indeed, but yet to 
unocquunted with life, with the springs and wir^ 
of this pu^iet-show of a world, that nothing be< 
ywid bcoks could he avuUhU, could possibly rakjs 
together ? It's nought but vanity — it^s be^nnbg 
at the wrong ^sd of a thing ; ficst store your mind 
with literature and sdence, and then you may 
draw upon it — otherwise you may draw, and dtaw, 
and draw, as much as you lik^ but you find no 
effects— qui^ I. 

'Now it so happened, that the boy-babbl^i qf 
ny time were not content with the opportunities 
afibrded them by College Declamatiou, of voidii^ 
thw crudities, but conspired to ibrm two regulv 
" Spouting Societies." These two, however, eoc^ 
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^ter their cmtioii, vent to Ic^gedieadB, and con- 
■olidatiiig into one mess of uoiiy ^norance, went 
afimreids by the name of " The Union Society." 
Several of my best friends> hAving the " gift of the 
gab," vfln now n modi taken by thia cone«^^ that 
Avf not only became members, bat made great 
teaearchei into the various departments of female 
literature, reading all the soft degant *ffi>"™""if 
^t they oould ky hold of; flattning tbemsdna 
into a hope of one day, by the power of .eloquence 
I Buppost, of reaching the lofty eimnenceof a pnsi- 
denoy theioof, to the atmcst total abandooibait of 
Boch pursuits as ainte could tenninate in the sub- 
stantial rewards and honours of the Univoiity. 
This aboration firom the ptopn path, I bduid Ac 
tome time with nlent rc^et, but at length *■ lifted 
up my Toioe" against it, in the shi^ of an epatls 
to Dr. Wood, the Vice-chancelior of the UniTo- 
Mty. Aftn giving a nmoin MattMent of my 
viem of the nuBchicA Buepanble fioB the Sodety, 
I closed my letter by pointing out a few of the 
victimB of delusion t^emselves> aa samples of the 
whole lot. Jetmny Wood (I pity the mm 
who is too great fbr these diminutives) seong 
that the case was made out— that I had demOB- 
stnted the existence of the evils I ootnplained at; 
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u clearly u asnr propontioa . in . his . Algebu, 
MeehanlcB, or Optics, inimediateljr acted, upon it, 
by sending the Public Orator,* and Proctaa, 
- at thevery next meeting, respectfiilly, but peren^ 
torily, to disperse tbEm. The great ones of the 
*< Union'" — the Fieeident, Secretary, and prina- 
pal speech-makers were as tbunderatru^ as so 
many ThisdewDods at the intrusion, and. used all 
the. doqtienee they possessed in defence, vhicb, 
many, of then having much at stake, (being 
nobody out of the Society, although every body . in 
it), was doubtless very considerable. They remon- 
atoated.by Btating the important &ct, that the 
Sing, Chnrch, and Constitution, were in no 
danger from, them, politica forming no part, of 
.^thor disBuwions, and urged all sorts, of desperate 
' reasons i^ainst their impending dissolution. They 
'«veu.vKitso iar as to go in dqiutation to the Vice- 
chancellor. himadf,hoping their wo&.4N^ae phy- 
nognomies might work' upon. Ins - compassaion.

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But'the case was hopeless. Jemmy could e«ro- 
pirehend ademoDStTBtion full leadily, but hadno^ 
hod for their mystificatloiis. In short, he passed - 
iintence, uid thus died the Union. 

To three: only, one rf whom was Pope,' of: 
Emanuel, did I ever ■ unbosom myself of this; 
secret. Such was the shock produced throughout ■ 
the University by the event— the mortification of 
the Orators, and disappointment c£ those 'aspiring" 
to that title — that most likely I . should - have Mt 
therconsequences of that raseutment Jiad thethiog 
generally transpired; 

In the latal: document, if I recollect aiigfatj I 
indmated that a chib of the kind, &r those' wiut 
hare finished thui academical career — the Fellows 
aad'BachelorE, for initaDce— might be a \aefiil 
mstitution,' and' I am. still of that opinion. It 
would prepare them forthe eSbctive dispUy- of 
dieir talents in society, as well as tor' the Pulpitj - 
Bar, or Senate. But when men have drunk deep- 
d teaming, they are seldom so intoxicated with it 
as^ to be ever di^rging it.. "' Deep stieama don't : 
htbblf^'.

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agreesble were tlie evenings I spent at his roomT' 
in the Hostel, looking, then towards the walks 
and the stables, and now, I suppose, at the New 
'Court. Something had soured his mind to sudl 
a degree that his Iriendships were not many, 
although he appeared naturally of a social dispo- 
sition. Although of long ttatiding ia the Uni- 
versity, his acquaistauces and friends were tew 
but select— if I may so say. Walker, " tiie 
Foet," or " Little Walker," now Fellow of the 
college, and one of the very best of them, in every 
senseofthe word, was one of them. This queer 
(I mean odd, mind ye) little fellow was decidedly 
the most eccentric character in the University in 
these days, and also one of the most learned. 
Educated at Eton, he had bem well grounded in 
dassical knowledge, and had written a poem there, 
of mu<ji merit for a boy, and even afterwards dis-; 
tinzuishcd himself by the acquisition of serentl 
honours in Trinity College, and in the Univer- 
' sity. Yeu may have seen him, or, at least, may 
now, if you'll go and look, traversing the grass- 
plots, "^ gobbling Greek" to himself, with great 
animation, all the way, never making of his path s 
l^ulai curve or " Line of beauty," but ever and 
snoQ turning sharp at right angles. Times toa 
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many to mentkm have I laughed immodenitdy at 
the comicality of his motions. In going to his 
rooms ia the Cloisters on' the left, he used to walk 
something like a crab, as if afraid of an attack in 
the leatfrard-side of the body, or as though he 
were making himself small in a duel, coasting his 
way amongst the - pillars untO just opposite the 
middle staircase (he was short-sighted), and then 
boltmg away in a sort of a hand-gallop, wiingiug 
his hands by way of exercise,— -at a real Eudidiaa 
right angle. If you wish iuithet to observe his 
moiionE, you may either usher him safely into the 
Fifth Court, 01 else £dtow him in a few mean- 
derings along the streets. In the latter pere- 
grination you' will observe him always in the 
gutters, exjxpting a few aberrations, ' for the pur- 
pose of playing a pit-a-pat upon the pate of some 
little lousy urchin, whom he may espy out of the 
same ia in the opposite gutters; it being one of his 
many excellent qualities to have a heart for all 
little ones.

IB wild en6ugh in bis movements, and in other 
respects as eccentric as a man can well make hinr- , 
Eclf, but the Poet Walker fairly oatstrips him, 
and yet there's no affectation in it. In his dress 
iie is liks other men exactly— neither a swell nor a 
snob, bnt a gentleman. The tailor moulds out 
his clay into any form that may suit, the Poet 
liimself being clearly indifferent about the *' out- 
ward -man." His mind, in short, is what "the 
Bard" chieSy concerns himself with, and this he 
has fashioned and adorned moat tastetitUy. He 
possesses not, indeed, the strength of cfaanwttt of 
a Thirlwal), or a Blomfield, or a Whewell, the 
one having gone through, it is said, the entire list 
of ancient authors three times in his under-gra- 
duatcship; the next having read the whole of 
Eustathius's Commentary on Homer, in his 
Freahmaa's Year; and the last having gone 
through tbe EncyclopKdia Britanmca, so as to 
have the whole at his " fingeis' ends" — mind ye 
I don't Touch for my authorities —but yet I make 
bold to assert he has {ead mors than any of the 
trio, instmnch as he is fi>r ever reading. Ffo 
bo(4 ean escape him. If be call npon you hot 
£>r a miniite he has read half a page in the first 
vohoM be can gmpple-witb, be it ^ Hiatoiy of 
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Alraander the Great or of Tom Thumb the 
Iiittle, and firom that half page it^s ten to one but 
be extracts something to add to hia stores. Hit 
kuawledge thus desultorilf acquired, is exceed- 
ingly various, but not so profound at it might have 
ImCu hod a more regular course of study been pur- 
sued ; hut yet start any subject iu the Litent 
Humaniores, in Latin or Greek literature, and he 
will prove too deep fi>r most people. Feculiaritiea 
of many sorts are, in short, to be found in this 
same *' Little Walker," 

In my descriptions oftbe persons of the Literati, 
I shall not be so minute that, '* were they wanted," 
it would be easy to apprehend them. In the 
first place, wov I so to partiGuUrise them, trwid- 
ing in the shoes of die Authoc of Wavwiy and 
other great Novelists, from the number of them 
and their di^ngs, instead of the two volumes I 
propose to my work, it would be necessary to ex- 
tend it to twenty. Novels usu^ly comprise the 
events happening to about a dozen individuals for 
a twclToncNath or so, whereas my narrative com- 
prehends a period of an apprenticeship, and is 
more or less ooDitected with a whole Univerrity. 
Secondly, friend Priestley, <rf' Holborn, the great 
Bflobdler, not the great Preadiai aod FhUowpher, 
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Kminds me, (and his theatre for observstion hai 
been on the largest scale), that in all the transac- 
ticRia he haa bad for theie ioTtf yeara with greet 

men, he has fiiund them " d d ugly." 

Well, be thii ai it may, " Long Bsiley,* " Little 
WalkeT,"'tuid some othera whom I could describe 
if I' had paper-room, were, as I have already sud, 
great croniea. We figged from tbe peep to tho- 
dusk of day, with the exception of Bailey, who, 
wanting longer aleep because of his longer length, 
I suppose, usually rose at two p. m., or upwards. 
At breakfast! this B. A. was to be found, when 
the rest of the college were ruminating the good 
eheer of the Hall. From this time to ten or 
thereabouts, the gentleman used to sport his door 
agunst all comers, whether duns or non-duns^ foes 
or ^eods ; but then the college gates being closed 
and his studies for the day concluded, all comers 
must be frotn within walla, and consequently of the 
latter description. Bailey's dinner proved often- 
times a good hearty John-Bull supper to these 
iR-pbppera. If you had dropped in upon him at 
diat hour you would perchance have found him 
roidcing preparations himse/f (the bedmakers, 
gyps, and all, being now locked out for the night) 
in iQaaner following: Throwing i^ien the wiD>

tdoir, he began operatioDs, hf hailing cue of the 
college ostlers, (accustomed to the thing,) letting 
down a bottle and basket, with orders to go out 
into the town to fetch drinkables and edibles in 
proportion to the fiiendsalresdj congregated. This 
the groom quickly executing, the viands were 
driwn up in the same way. Then takmg the meat, 
whether mutton-chops or beef-steaks, Mt. 6. per- 
formed the ceremony of deviling upon the red-hot 
coals, without even a gridiron, with so much tact 
and dexterity, that thus cooked, I and all others 
tned to enjoy it " hot and hot," with much higha 
lelish than the most delicate morceau served up 
in H^. ^e man was as hospitable, as he was 
learned and eccentric The reader may have seen 
the sentimental cook, personated by Mathews, 
meditating one moment with heartfelt sympathy 
over the Sorrows of Werter, and the next throwing 
dawn the book to run and skin the eels, but it 
would perhaps have more surprised him, to have 
seen a man of such deep erudition so interestingly 
performing the menial occupations. After and 
during the repast, the conversation, enliveiied with 
wme, hquoT, and audit, was, in general, a greater 
treat than even the dinner-supper itself. ' Revel- 
fing in all the luxuries of Rome and Greece, we 
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ftidma broba up irithiiut lengthening tltft night 
iato tiTQ or three o'clock of tlte morning. 

Jq thja Term, I oko formed otber comtecWmi 
egually serviceable to me. Mi. pi^in of PattoF- 
I)isise di4 lue much valuable twvipc, in th« low 
of jyiqthem^tical MS3. and other Btteutiona, andf 
in fhort, in ev^ry possible manner evinced tbs 
narmest friendship* although greatly my auperior 
*' in stsodiug," and consequently attainments. 
This worthy, his fiiend Mr. Shaipe, and " gentler. 
jMO Peacock,^ vied with each other in promoting 
my interests. I had the fall benefit of tbeir libra* 
ries, " College MSS.," and advice. 

I aUo greatly extcaided, in spite of my endea- 
Tours to tbe contrary, the list I had already fbnoed 
of friends of the same y«ar at myself At partiea* 
whether breali&st, dinner, vine, tea, or supper, you 
sometimes meet a good<bearted| frank, free-minded 
wml, who taking a &ncy to you (the lord knows 
why) invitea you in an under tope to meet tb« 
arbiter of the feast the next or some other day at his 
rooms. A partiality thus flattenngly pouxtrayed 

00 man is proof against, and in this way did 

1 acquire a few of the most valuable and unalter- 
able of my friends. From this circumstams I am 
ijiduced to conclude, that lasting friendship lunges 
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there mnit in botl) eatea, unless the regard b« 
nutual, be such an attacbmest in one of the 
parties, » shall also, hf the overflow ai it trere, 
engender a reoiprodt^ of feeing in the other. By 
this unceremoniouB method amongst mtn of the 
tanuyear are most of the friendships £>rmed at the 
University, (and no bad custom is it) since thus 
without mudi trouble you may select your soinety. 
Men, however, of " in^rtoi' ttanding^* cannot 
take such liberties with those who are senior to 
them. The *' several years^' are very ticklish 
upon theii seniority, and with reason ; a Freshman 
or a Soph bang very pocn- company tat a Senior 
Soph, a Qnestionist, or a Bachelor. 

To narrate all the intimaoies that subsist 
anongit go wn sm en would of itsdf flU volumes. I 
have given one or two sketches, which I dare say 
will enable the reader to picture to himself a 
thousand othcn. I have selected such only av 
were founded on the basis of reason, bsving no room 
to indulge in the Bacchanalian insanities of those 
who have " more money than wit "—of those who 
have Btiongn i-disfa for gormandizing and beastly 
drunkenBess, than fin> dK " feast of reason and 
tfae aowrfsouL* 
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During the Christmaa Tucatum, as in the last^, 
tbs Senste-House Examination produced a new 
Senior Wrangler, together with seventeen other . 
Wranglers, nineteen Senior Optimes, and twelve 
Junior Optimea. Of the year preceding, Ds. 
Jacob, of .Cains college, was the Senior Wrangler, 
and Ds. Tyas of Trinity, the. Spoon—the Alpha 
and Omega of the honours. Now that year it so 
happened that the Spoon was no spooney; Mr. 
Tyas being a man of known ability, although a 
little refractory. Prior to. this ho had obtain- 
ed a medal for.the Giedc ode, and otherwise dis- 
tinguished himself .so as to leave no doubt as to 
htsbeingamaiioftalent. Thus the Spoon becomes 
a stigma to a man, only when the acquisition of 
the same has required his utmost exertions. In 
the present year, the Senior Wrangler was Mr. 
Austin, of St. John^s coUt^. 

The second Term of the second year now com- 
mencing, to lectures again we go, and are lectured 
somewhat as befiire ;. Mr. Brown expounding very 
clearly the mathematical subjects, and the Profes- 
sor unfiilding the mysteries of. the Gospel. Much 
as I was now attached to the Mathematics, the. 
study of the Testament I found by no means 
devoid of interest. At home and at school I had. 
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read the Bible, through and through, and knew 
as much ahout the thing as though it had never 
existed. But now, having the explanations be- 
fore me, making the "rough places plain," one 
book iumishing me with a ke^ to the orientalisms, 
another pointing out errors in the recnved trans- 
lation, and 80 on, I h^an to see and feel the 
reasonableness and truth of Christianity. Along 
with Palejr^B unanswerable view of the Evidences in 
general, I read, Soame Jenyns on the Internal 
Svidences, and that excellent book which , several 
c£ the bishops have the discrimination to recom- 
mend so strongly to the candidate for holy orders, 
— Jenkins cm the " Reasonableness of the Christian 
RdigitHi,^' and many others of the like nature. 
Butler's Analogy I also perused with much plea- 
sure. In short, I sought " reasons for the faith 
within me," and found them. The Old Testa- 
ment I regarded as the singular history of a most 
singulw people ; its narrativeB, at least, as true as 
thoae of Herodotus, and some other ancient his- 
torians ; the Fro^ecies, and Psalms, as the pro- 
duction of a superior intelligence ; the book of 
Job, although spurious, yet of excellent moral 
tendency ; and the Proverbs the wisdom of the 
wisest man. The mild and benevolent piecepts 
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af Christiamty, as ineulctted in the sCory nf tki 
Good Samaritan, in the treatment of the Wowm 
taken in Adultery, in the charge to /one our ^umiei, 
to letum good for ev^, avd so on, and in the Ser- 
mon on the mouDt, toother vith a thousand other 
moral exoellenciea infibitdj superhuman, are amply 
sufficient, without the working of miracles, to con* 
vince any man whose reason is vigorous, free, and 
Ktbiatatd, that Christ was infinitely more dianman^ 
Before this ** light was shed abroad," we had 
philosophers, indeed, a Socrates and the divine 
Plato. But the doctrines of the latter, even divine 
as they are, sink into nothing when compared with 
the infinite teiadom, and goodness of the Gospeli 
In this frank avowal of my love fin Christ and his 
lieavenly doctrines, I am neither seeking to ingra- 
tiate myself with any particular sect, not to creep 
into a good fat living in the establishment. The 
-eanting hypocrisy too generally prevailingof thefbr. 
iner,^their fulsome and impious femiliarities «i^ 
the Deity, whom they treat as one of themselves, 
not even with the re^teot they pay to a lord of tht 
land, I am as independent of, as of the vile reprile 
system also practised by toomanyintheestablished 
^ur^. My opinions, in short, upon all subjects, 
frill be expressed in the words of an honest gennine 
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freetbiBker. Upon all pointi, vhether religious or 
civU, I deHver myself with perfeA feulesuiess, 
bang as independent of consequences ftam my 
fellow-men as the man in the moon. What will 
the London day-school jobber tay to this reverence 
for the Bible P In the plenitude of the wisdom of 
these Caledonian, Fletdierian (this man is ooe (^ 
themit seems), Brmighamian, fac^ous demogognes, 
they will doubtless dnb me a baalic. But as 
ProfesBor Vince used to say <^ Milton's Paradise 
Lost, so say I of their speeches, — " they are rery 
fine, bnt prove nothing." 

But taking a farewell of these pedagogues, 
(whose pupils by the way will not lack correction 
Ibr want of broom) I ahall resume the thread of 
my narrative, and proceed to wind up the Term. 

In Metaphysics I read merely Locke and 
Dugald Stewart, the former of vdiom strudc me 
as an Kuthar of prodi^ous genins, and originality i 
nd as to the hrtter, although infinitely below 
Locke, as an original, yet has he done much that 
iiadmirri^ Bnt Metaphysical speculatioss are so 
lidttle to eaar, ^ subtilities increasing as you 
pneeed with such intricate emnplication^ that 
while then remains s smgte pnposidon of the 
Jttitrate Samom to be ^soereied, I think it idle. 
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thus to spend one's leisure. In the strict sense ctf 
the word, ne may agtun exclaim with Vince, 
"although the treatises of Aristotle, Locke, Stewart 
and bishop Berkeley are very puzzling and ingeniotu 
yet they prove nothing/' So long as truth is 
to be found in the broad light of Mathematical, 
Chemical and other Sciences, why seek her in the 
dark uncertain labyiiaths of Metaphysics ? 

Independent of the. college lectures of this term, 
lalso attended ahoutfifteenof the Noni^n lectures 
upon divinity in the room under the front of the 
UniveiMty Ithrary. The bishops, when we go up 
for oidinatioD, require a certificate from the 
Tlorrisian Professor, as he is called, - stating that 
you have, at the least, been his auditor twenty-five 
times. But these grew so tiresome to me, hciag 
read out of a book, Pearson on the Creed, accord- 
ing to the will of the founder, and there being so 
much irreverence and disorderly conduct amon^ 
the students, that f(>r the life of me I could not 
get through the course. ' The gay-men as well as 
the reading>men being obliged every day at twelve 
to go to the Profbsor's table to drop tbsk card, we 
had all sorts of such scenes as might be expected 
from a host of dissipated impatient young fellow* 
caring no more for the lecturer or lectures than. 
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' tfaey did for Imbop PeatBon or the cxeed. It was 
iQ every-dai^, trick with them, to contrive to Ix^t 
in- at the 'same moment with a dozen oi two' of the 
more sedate students, throw their cards upon the 
table, and then in the crowd slip out at the doOr, 
and , thus run off to resume their amusements-. 
Many times haye I seen them in theii extreme 
desire to escape the haie, as they called it, of being 
detained an hourj creep out on all-fours, the Pro- 
fessor being a man of such small altitude, that the 
wags thus became eclipsed by the table. 

Butnow the Term being over, the Easter Vaca- 
tion commences, and away the majority of the gay- 
men (I am now noscent enough to discover it), who 
pretend they are "going down," run uptoLon-' 
don; there to shew off to the cocknies the ways of 
the bloods and swells of the University — 

" Files up to toirn our fieice-cocked captious Bobby, 
Drives to the play, and quarrels in the lobby. 
' Sir, I'm a gentleniBii,' — ' Damme, sir, you lie:' 
' Sir, here's my card/ — 'Damme, I am, I — '" 
For my own part, £ found my way' to the 
metropolis, and also to the theatres, but not to the 
lobby, not then having the slightest sus[uinon that 
in public establishments such public exhibitions of 
lewdness would be tolerated — that the *' great 
lessees " of the play-houses were " ipso facto," 
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but a higW aart of brathel-keepen ; pimpfl to dia 
jmblic. I ooDtnTed fin a few iaj*, bawercr, to 
recreate myidf. I sltended a few PhiloMpbical 
Lectons at die Ixndm, Aunel, and other Intti- 
tntioiu, and eaudtij was amuied with Um 
■winm— is wliidi thingi of that kind an got vp 
and GDndireled in the metropdis, altbongli not 
mudi «dified tberewith. Oa one ooaeioii a ata* 
disant Pnifenor of Natond Philoaopbjr was heO- 
ing fbrth, to an aadienee consBtni^ of oU softa 
and fflzes^fron the" great Ing-bellied illdernian, 
down to tbe little ilim Mi» not ^t in het teens, 
upon the woodetn 6f the h^vem. He deseanted 
in language employbig a1) the words of Johnson's 
I)ieti<Htaiy, and a gn&t ttriaij more, npoa the 
pTodigions vdoaty of the moon, the guo, and the 
seven stats, and all the other innama>aMe twinfc- 
lera, nerj yaosaeat dicing aa vehement apfilernse 
as though he were aeting in a theatre some |Mrt 
within their comprehension. The absurdity of 
thus applauding and swallowing all for gospel of 
vhat th^ understood nothing, struck me the 
more forcibly ftom the consideration of the ease 
and comfort with which sudi things are heard at 
Cambridge. But " Omne ignotum po mag- 
nifico." 
finding London not a fit place to learn in 
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although the first in the world to bring team- 
ing to, I speedily left it to resume my studies 
at Cambridge, and with not a little pride did I 
again enter the arch of the Great Tower of 
Trinity— of the abode of Newton. 

The subjects for Lectures during the Third 
Term had been " given out" prior to my departure 
fiir town, and I had taken core snugly to transfer 
from the libraries to my rooms all such books as 
could in the least assist me. The Frofessor had 
nothing to do with the Second-Year Men this 
Term, rightly considering that we should have 
ample employment in going through with Mr. 
Brown, Conic Sections, Popular and Plane Astro- 
nomy, and the first three sections of Newton's 
Principia. This, indeed, together with the revi^ 
sioD of the reading of the whole year, was almost 
too much for us. With Astronomy I was both 
delighted and astonished, not having previously 
entertained any but the most imperfect ideas of 
the wonders it discloses, and demonstrates. Pro- 
vided with the instruments of calculation — Algebra, 
Trigonometry, Conies, &c., we were now prepared 
not only to read in Bonnycastle and Laplace's Sys- 
ttaie du Monde, the magnificence of the universe 
and the bodies in it, hut also to demonstrate it

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by- Titles of reason as in&Ilible and clear to miiida 
thus eultivated, as that " two and two make 
four." The science of the motions of the planets, 
their magnitudes, distances from the earth and 
sun, the oocultations of the stars, the eclipses of 
the sun and moon, and a thousand other points, 
had DOW become as &cile aai familiar to me as 
common arithmetic. I could now tell you as 
readily how many eclipses of either kind would 
happen two thousand years hence, or that did take 
place two thousand years ago, with every circnm- 
stance' relating to the duration and digit; eclipsed 
with nearly the same ease and just the same cer<- 
tainty, as but two years before I could have grap- 
pled with the intricatues of Multiplication, Division, 
The Rule of Three, or Practice. The study of 
Astronomy, mathematically handled — not what 
they call Astronomy at ladies' hoarding-scbotds, is 
ddectable in the extreme — sublimity itself. 

The first section of the Principia was the oitly 
insuperable difficulty I ever met with in the Ma- 
thematics. Mr. Brown made many efibrts to lift 
us over the obstacles that every where present 
themselves in the opening of that greatest inonw- 
ment of hnman intelligence, but all his example 
and illustrations failed to accomplish their ob- 
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ject^— at least, to my mind. The' theory tt 
attempt! to expound is none other, itt its results 
than NewtoDS own Fluxions, Lrabnitx's TM- 
ierentiaL CaleiJiis, Lagrange's CaleuI'desFono- 
ti<His, Arbogast's Calcul dea Derivations, &c. 
&c. All these difi^ent' systeaiB lead to the 
fianie practical rules, although every one of them 
is founded upon erroDeous hypotheses or conducted 
upon falatj principles of le&soriing. Newton him- 
self first published his Fluxions. Dissatisfied with 
that view of the subject,-^n9t merely desirous of 
giving kin a more Geometrical form, — in theFint 
Section of the Principia be looks at it in another light) 
and calls it the " Doctnne of Ultimate Ratios." 
Again, in the second volume he deduces a few 
rules fdi practice, founded on the consideration of 
momenta. Thus the Inventor of the higher 
Analytics himself clearly betrays a want of confix 
dence in his several theories. But what is to be 
the inference, when, in addition to Newton's own " 
instability, we ctmsider the &ct that, other geome- 
ters have ever since his day up to the present, 
he^ propo^ng &Gsh tbeoties? Why, that the. 
true and e?tact one remains undiscovered. 

Such being the case it is not surprising that 

men should meet with so sudden a check in their 

G 2 
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Mathematical career, on their first approadi to 
the treasures of the Principia. Many, indeed 
who think at first superficially, find so difficulty 
whatever in the Lemmas, but on every re-penisal 
obscurities and inexplicabllitles spring up on every 
side, until at length they become completely be- 
wildered. In these perplexities many sleepless 
nights have I passed, meditating for hours to- 
gether upon the subject, fruitlessly endeavouring 
to reduce it to something like the reasoning of 
Euclid. But then (I have lately spent four en- 
tire months upon the business, and believe I have 
succeeded completely), finding the thing hopeless, 
and being perfectly satisfied of the justness of the 
conclusions, however incomprehensible the reason- 
ing which leads to them, I was finally obliged to 
relinquish the task, taking the whole for granted, 
as many hundreds had done belbre me, and pro- 
ceed to ransack the riches of the interior. 

Although the above will probably be rather dry 
to the general reader, yet the student may derive 
advantage from my experience, and avoid losing, 
tiie time I thus squandered away, instead of em- 
ploying it to advantage, in a general wind-Up 
S>T the Examination, which was now to t^ 
place. 
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Every moraing during the genecal annual Ex- 
amination at Trinity, we BBsemble in the hall at 
nine o'clock precisely- The utmost anxiety is 
depicted upon the countenances of the Reading- 
Men. Some you see entering the hall vith a 
handful of the very best pens, although there is 
an ample supply upon every table, so fearfiil are 
they lest a moment should be lost in mending the 
same. Others, whose fathers or guardians have 
promised them douceui^ of a thousand guineas, 
more or less, provided they get into the First 
Class, are to he seen writhing with the anticipa- 
tion. As to the gay-men and empty-bottles, they 
languish and look sad at the very idea of b^g 
compelled for once to sing small, and look foolish 
with their bauds tn their pockets, whilst their 
wiser brethren are reaping a rich harvest of lame 
and emolument, from the labour of the year just 
ending. 

Well, the men of each year being seated at the 
same tabic with abundance of pens, ink, and 
paper (in the form of quarters of sheets), a printed 
paper containing a number of questions is pre- 
sented to each man, with a request that he will 
write on one side of the paper only. Whilst the 
Freemen were being examined viva-voce upon 
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the Greek play at the farther end of the Hall, the 
Junior Sophs were busy (without the aid of books, 
mind; no helps whatever b^ng permitted) upon 
the feUowing paper.

At twelve the Hall is cleared, the examiners 
coming round to gath^ the BcribbUng of each 
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man neatljr folded up with the name written in 
large letters at the back. On quitting the Hall 
you are surrounded fay a host of anxious friends 
pestering you with, " Well, how have you done ?" 
" Was it a stiff paper ?" " Where is it ?" " Lend 
it me fcr an hour or two " — the latter of which if 
you listen to, it is ten to one you never see it again, 
BO treacherous are gownsmen's memories as to 
returning examination papers. You then take a 
turn in the walks or the cloisters, once more going 
over your cram for the subject that's to come on 
in the AfWrnoon. At half-past one the dinner 
takes place, which being swallowed without raasti- 
gation, lasts but for a minute or two, and the 
walks are again filled with the gownsmen *' cram- 
ming" away as though the destinies of all man- 
kind hung upon the success of each individual of 
them. The hands of the college-clock now fast 
coming round to three, we again crowd the screens, 
and the doors of the hall being opened, a general 
rush ensues to the tables, the same agitating 
anxieties still prevailing. We were now examined 
mvd-voct in Thucydides. Those who had been 
accustomed to the drilling of public schools, or who 
had well prepared themselves and were of strong 
nerves, went through the funking exhibition with 
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suSdtflt confidence, but not so those who vere less 
ftrtunatcly constituted. Maay, as the question* 
came round to them, subk into the earth, almost — 
vera absolutely beraft of the use of their Acuities 
for the monient, and scarcely able to give utt^ance 
to the jvmble of ideas which they possessed. One 
poor iellow, a Scotchman, was tn a pretty pickle. 
The examiner asked him to construe a certain 
passage, ^ich he not being able to do except is 
the bungling way of these Athenians, the following 

colloquy oisued, " Pray, Mr. , how is it you 

cannot construe this easy passage ?" — " I, T, I, I, 
am not prepared. Sir." — " That's no excuse, Sir, 
Gonsidering that you have had the whole year 
before you to read the subject for this examination. 
Come, Sir, try again if you please." Again 
essayed the gentleman, and again and again 
blundered and stumbled, now giving false pronun- 
(nation, longs for shorts, and shorts tor longs, and 
then again mistaking the meaning of the text, 
fatheiing upon poor Thucydides all sorts of non- 
sense, until the examiner's patience, and gentle- 
man-like feelings being fairly exhausted, he ex- 

dumed, " Pray, Mr. , where have you been 

educated?" — "At the Maryshawl college (so he 
pronounced Mareschal) Aberdeen, Sir." — "Really, 
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Sir ? The place has a learned name truly, but you 
may tell your quondam tutor there, Sir, that here 
we must have the substance itself of learning." 

The scene did not end here. I could rela^ the 
whole, but wish to shew, mercy. Many other 
similar predicaments I might here describe, but 
the above one will serve as a specimen. Sometimes 
the examiners ore apt to be too severe, but pf such 
I know very few instances. Others will attempt 
to be witty. At a viva-voce examinatioD, in St. 
Luke, I recollect Mr, Ashbridge, who was some- 
what ^ven to punning and other fiu^tiK, attacking 
Lynam [now preacher at the Magdalene) with, 
" Can you tdl me, Mr. L., who was king of Israel 
when Jonas was in the whale's belly r — " The 
Prince of Wales," said Lynam, which being 
delivered instantei, disconcerted the examiner, and 
gave to the former a character for repartee at least 
equal to that of the latter. But I am forgetting 
my Freshmen, busy as they are, at the fbUowing 
» Bill of the Play."

If all other establishments fin the dissemiiution 
of knowledge were u lealous as Trinity CoUiige 
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in the cause, the higher classes of society would 
be as well educated as the middling, and then the 
demagogues of the day wou]d lose, at least, one 
grand subject of declamation.
